2d. The degree of Master of Arts in course in ac- 
cordance with the usages of such schools; and 
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3d. The degree of Doctor of Medicine, after a regu- 
lar’ course of study, not less than three years, under 
the direction and instruction of preceptors and pro- 
fessors. Up to the year 1880, however, the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts may be dispensed with, if the can- 
didate can show that he pursued an equivalent course 
of preliminary study, has received the honorary de- 
gree of Master of Arts, and has made frequent con- 
tributions to medical science. 

He must also have been in the actual practice of 
medicine for at least three years. 

The initiation fee, which is the only pecuniary con- 
sideration that is obligatory, is five dollars.

The College of Physicians of Philadelphia, 
Haut NortHEAST CoRNSR OF THIRTEENTH AND Locust Sts., 


Was incorporated in 1789, and consists of Fellows 
and Associates. The former must be practitioners of 
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medicine in good standing, residents of the city of 
Philadelphia, and over twenty-four years of age. The 
latter must be distinguished practitioners of medicine 
residing beyond the limits of the city ; they must not 
exceed fifty in number, and twenty of them may be 
foreigners. “ The objects of this College are to ad- 
vance the science of medicine, and thereby to lessen 
human misery, by investigating the diseases and reme- 
dies which are peculiar to this country ; by observing 
the effects of different seasons, climates, and situations 
upon the human body; by recording the changes 
which are produced in disease by the progress of agri- 
culture, arts, population, and manners; by searching 
for medicines in the American woods, waters, and in 
the bowels of the earth; by enlarging the avenues to 
knowledge from the discoveries and publications of 
foreign countries ; and by cultivating order and uni- 
formity in the practice of physic.” (Charter, § 2.) 

The initiation-fee to the Fellows is twenty-five dol- 
lars; the semi-annual contribution five dollars, payable 
in January and July. 

A stated meeting of the College is held on the first. 
Wednesday evening of each month. The Library is 
open for the use of the Fellows daily (Sundays and 
legal holidays excepted) from 11 A. M.to3 P.M. It 
consists of nearly 20,500 volumes, comprising full sets 
of many American and foreign periodicals. Over 
4500 of these volumes have been given to the College 
by Dr. Samuel Lewis, and 2000 were bequeathed to it 
by the late George Ord, Esq.

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The transactions of the College are published annu- 
ally in book form. 

By an agreement with the late Dr. T. D. Miitter, the 
College erected a fire-proof building, their present 
Hall, which was completed in 1863. They came into 
possession, in that year, of Dr. Mutter’s pathological 
museum and a large portion of his library, and en- 
gaged to appoint in March, 1864, and every third year 
thereafter, a lecturer, who must deliver a course of at 
least ten lectures, on some point or points connected 
with surgical pathology.

The Pathological Society of Philadelphia. 


This Society was organized in 1857. Its objects 
are “the cultivation and promotion of the study of 
Pathology, by the exhibition and description of speci- 
mens, drawings, and other representations of morbid 
parts.” (Constitution, Art. II.) It holds its meetings 
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on the second and fourth Thursdays of every month, 
except July and August, and except when they hap- 
pen to be public holidays or Christmas Eve, in the 
lower hall of the College of Physicians, at 8 P. M. 

Its membership, to which any respectable physician 
is eligible, is composed of residents, non-residents, 
and correspondents. The resident members pay an 
initiation fee of five dollars and an annual contribu-— 
tion of four dollars. 

At the ordinary meetings of the Society each mem- 
ber may introduce a visitor, who must, however, retire 
on the Society going into private session. 

A Committee on Pathological Research, a Com- 
mittee on Publication, and a Committee on Morbid 
Growths, are elected annually, at the first meeting in 
October. It is the duty of the Committee on Patho- 
logical Research to examine any claim for assistance 
made by a member of the society engaged in patholo- 
gical research, and upon being satisfied that the said 
research is in actual progress, and that it is so 
conducted and of such a nature as to benefit the 
science of pathology, it is empowered to aid his pur- 
pose by the grant of such a sum of money from the 
funds of the Society as may be considered necessary : 
provided, always, that the results of such inquiries 
be contributed to the Proceedings of the Pathological 
Society. 

The Committee on Publication examine and decide 
upon the merits of all papers presented for publica- 
tion in the Proceedings of the Society. 

To the Committee on Morbid Growths the speci- 
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mens exhibited at the meetings of the Society may be 
referred for microscopical examination. 

A Business Committee is also appointed annually 
by the President. The duties of this committee are 
to obtain papers on pathological subjects, and to 
secure pathological specimens and arrange the order 
in which they shall be presented to the Society, as 
well as to provide subjects for the conversational 
meetings, held on the fourth Thursday of April and of 
Sete ator.

MusEuM, CABINETS, AND Liprary.—The Wistar 
and Horner Museum, which was founded nearly one 
hundred years ago, and has been annually augmented, 
is unequalled in the United States for the number and 
variety of its specimens of the normal and the morbid 
anatomy of every part of the human body. It also 
contains a large number of preparations in compara- 
tive anatomy, and an extensive collection of artistic 
models, which are used in illustrating the several 
courses of lectures delivered in the Medical Depart- 
ment. 

The Cabinet of the Professor of Theory and Prac- 
tice of Medicine, collected by Dr. George B. Wood 
while he held that chair, and generously placed by 
him at the service of his successors, contains an ex- 
tensive series of wet preparations, drawings, and 
models in wax and other materials, which together 
form a collection unrivalled in extent and value, for 
illustrating diseases of the internal organs and of the 
skin. - 

Through the liberality of Dr. Henry H. Smith, 
Bucritne Professor of Surgery, the University bes 
received an extensive and valuable gift of models, 
specimens, and drawings, for the use of the Professor 
of Surgery. 

The greatly increased space provided in the new 
Medical Hall for these several collections will enable 
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them to be more advantageously displayed, and more 
easily studied, than they have hitherto been. 

The Stillé Medical Library, consisting of more than 
three thousand volumes, was founded by Professor 
Alfred Stillé, Professor of Theory and Practice of 
Medicine. It is open to the use of students, under 
appropriate regulations. 


SprinGa CourRSE. 


A valuable Spring Course is given during the 
months of April, May, and June, and includes lec- 
tures by members of the Faculty and an additional 
corps of lecturers. 


The instruction given relates to all the departments 
of medicine, and includes Regional Anatomy ; His- 
tology ; Experimental Physiology ; General Sympto- 
matology; Physical Diagnosis ; Operative and Minor 
Surgery; Orthopedic Surgery ; Ophthalmoscopy ; 
Refraction and Accommodation of the Eye, and 
Operative Ophthalmic Surgery ; Pathology of the 
- Urine; Venereal Diseases ; Practical Obstetrics ; 
Operative Obstetrics ; Practical Pharmacy; Electrical 
Therapeutics; Diseases of Children; and Laryngo- 
scopy. 

The lectures and clinies, together with the lectures 
of the Auxiliary Faculty of medicine, the clinical 
facilities, bedside instruction, etc., at the Philadelphia 
Hospital and the Pennsylvania Hospital, afford, a 
valuable post-graduate course. a 
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Avuxtiiarny Facutry.—During the spring and sum- 
mer, students of the Medical Department are entitled 
to attend the Lectures of the Auxiliary Faculty on 
subjects which form a scientific basis for medicine, 
and illustrate several of its branches. Those who 
have attended two full courses, and passed a satisfac- 
tory examination upon them, receive the degree of 
Ph.D. (Doctor of Philosophy). 

Prizes.—Two Prizes of One Hundred Dollars each 
are annually awarded to the members of the Graduat 
ing Class for the best two Essays upon Medical sub- 
jects, provided such Essays are of sufficient merit to 
be worthy of publication. 

One of these prizes has been instituted by the So- 
ciety of the Alumni of the Medical Department of the 
University. | 

The other has been authorized by a liberal friend of 
- the University. 

Anatomical Prizes——A Gold Medal is awarded by 
the Demonstrator of Anatomy to that student who 
exhibits the greatest diligence, care, and skill in the 
practical study of anatomy. 

A Prize of Thirty Dollars is also awarded by the 
Demonstrator to the student who presents the best 
record of the anomalies found in the anatomical rooms 
during the year. 

The names of those to whom the prizes are awarded 
are announced at the Annual Commencement of the 
Medical Department.

The Hospital of the University of 
Pennsylvania 


» 
Is an elegant and commodious building capable of ac- 


commodating at present about one hundred and fifty 
patients, but intended when complete to receive twice 
that number. Its grounds have an extent of six acres; 
and its endowment fund, which is constantly increasing, 
amounts to $450,000. Clinical lectures are delivered 
in it daily, and its Dispensary service is frequented by 
very large numbers of patients illustrating every va- . 
riety of disease. The hours of service are so arranged 
as to interfere but little witb the students’ attendance 
upon the didactic lectures of the University. 

The great Hospital of the Philadelphia Almshouse 
(Philadelphia Hospital) is in the immediate vicinity of 
the University ; and the Presbyterian Hospital but a 
few squares distant. 

’ PRacticAL ANaToMy.—The Dissecting Rooms of 
the new Medical Hall have been so carefully con- 
structed with a reference to their special use, that they 
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are in advance of all others in regard to light, ventila- 
tion, cleanliness, and the comfort of the students. As 
dissection is now legalized in Pennsylvania, the cost 
of material is small. 

PRAcTICAL SuRGERY.—The Operating Room is open 
during the Session, under the supervision of the Pro- 
fessor of Surgery and his Assistants. Every student 
is here thoroughly instructed and practically trained 
in the application of bandages and surgical apparatus, 
and in the performance of operations upon the cadaver. 
Instruments, splints, and bandages are supplied free 
of cost. ‘ 

PracticaL Curmistay.—A Working Laboratory, 
under the supervision of the Professor of Chemistry 
and his Assistant, has been established, in which the 
student is instructed in Manipulation, Qualitative and 
Quantitative analysis, with special reference to Toxi- 
cology, and the examination of normal and abnormal 
products of the human body. | 

PracticaL Puystotocy.—The Physiological Labo- 
ratories have been entirely refitted, and furnished 
with all the modern appliances necessary for the prac- 
tical study of this subject. The Professor of Physi- 
ology, aided by the Demonstrator, personally super- 
intends the laboratories. 

‘The chief purpose of the Laboratories is to encour- 
age graduates and students to make original researches 
on some of the many subjects in Physiology still unde- 
termined. To this end courses will be given in which 
the student will be instructed in the fundamental facts 
of this science. 
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The Laboratories are open throughout the entire 
year, except July and August. 


THE ANATOMICAL AND Histonogican Lasora- 
TORY is under the supervision of the Professor of 
Anatomy, and the direct guidance of the Demonstra- 
tor of Histology. The special object of the Labora- 
tory is to afford students the opportunity of studying 
Practical Histology in its relations with Human Ana- 
tomy and Physiology. 


PatTHoLoagicaL Lasoratory.—This Laboratory 
under the direction of the Professor of General Pa- 
thology and Morbid Anatomy, and the Demonstrator 
of Pathological Histology, was opened in 1874, in the 
new Hospital building, and has already attracted, 
from remote sections of the country, physicians 
and students who desire special preparation in micro- 
scopic technology and normal and pathological histo- 
logy. It is suitably furnished with microscopes, 
and all appliances requisite for practical study of 
these subjects, and for making original researches ; 
also with a library of standard works on normal and 
pathological histology. 

‘ It is open throughout the entire year, except July 
and August. 


PHARMACEUTICAL LABORATORY.—The Pharmaceu- 
tical Laboratory is in charge of the Professor of Ma- 
teria Medica and Pharmacy, and the Demonstrator of 
Pharmacy. . It is furnished with suitable tables and 
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all necessary apparatus. In it the student will learn ~ 
not only the various pharmaceutical processes, but 
also that familiarity with drugs which can only be 
acquired by handling them. 


LABORATORY OF EXPERIMENTAL THERAPEUTICS.— 
This Laboratory, under the direction of the Professor 
of Materia Medica and General ‘Therapeutics, is fur- 
nished with Kymographion, Electrical apparatus, 
Calorimeter, and other instruments necessary for the 
study of the physiological actions of medicines.

The DentaL DEPARTMENT of the University was 
organized by the establishment of appropriate chairs, 
and the appointment of professors, in March, 1878, 
and went immediately into operation.

The trustees will at once erect an additional build- 
ing for the accommodation of the operative depart- 
ment, and the room proposed for the operative clinic 
will be 125 long by 40 wide, with windows on all 
sides. 


Jefferson Medical College 


Was chartered April 7, 1826, as a branch of Jefferson 
College, Canonsburg, Pa.; created a separate and in- 
dependent body corporate, under the name, style, and 
title of “‘The Jefferson Medical College of Philadel- 
phia,” with the same powers and restrictions as the 
University of Pennsylvania, April 12, 1838. 

Its funds are derived from the fees paid by the stu- 
dents attending the lectures. | 

The College building is situated in the most central 
part of the city, being on Tenth Street, between 
Chestnut and Walnut Streets. 
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It contains two of the largest lecture rooms of the 
kind in the country, a spacious and thoroughly venti- 
lated and lighted dissecting room, and an extensive 
and valuable museum. 

During the past year the Board of Trustees have 
erected, immediately adjoining the Medical Hall, a 
four-story building, with a view to furnish increased 
opportunities for practical instruction. 

In this new building are the extensive collection of 
ehemical and physical apparatus belonging to the 
Professor of Chemistry; a complete working labora- 
tory for practical chemistry ; a working laboratory for 
microscopy and practical, physiology; a room for 
operative and minor surgery ; a supplemental museum 
and a supplemental dissecting room; besides a new 
room for the Dean, and retiring rooms for several of 
the professors. 

These rooms are warmed by steam heat, are 
thoroughly ventilated and lighted, and are in ail re- 
spects well adapted to their purposes. 

The last session was attended by 598 matriculates ; 
203 of whom received the degree of Doctor of Medi- 
cine at the public commencement held March, 1878. 
The total number of graduates is 7069. 

The candidate for the degree of M.D. must be of 
good moral character, and at least twenty-one years 
of age. He must have attended at least two full 
Winter sessions of lectures, one of which, the last, 
shall have been in this College; and must exhibit his 
tickets, or other adequate sn aeenk of attendance, to 
the Dean of the Faculty. 
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He must have studied medicine for not less than 
three years, and have attended at least one course of 
Practical Anatomy and of Clinical Instruction. He 
must present to the Dean of the Faculty a thesis of his 
own composition, correctly written, and in his own 
handwriting, on some medical subject ; and exhibit to 
the Faculty, at his examination, satisfactory evidence 
of his professional attainments. 

Students who have attended one complete course in 
a regular medical school, where attendance on two 
complete courses is necessary to a degree, and where 
the same branches are taught as in this, are permitted 
to become candidates by an attendance here on one 
full course; the rules of graduation being in other re- ~ 
spects observed. They are also exempted from the 
‘payment of fees upon attending a second term. 

Students who have attended two full courses on 
Anatomy, Chemistry, Materia Medica, or Institutes, 
may be examined on any of these branches, at the end 
of their second course. They are thus enabled to de- 
vote their last (8d) course to the didactic lectures on 
the remaining branches, and to clinical study. The 
Faculty record with satisfaction the large and increas- 
ing number of students who now avail themselves of 
these examinations, and who attend three courses of 
lectures before presenting themselves as candidates for — 
graduation. The attendance upon the Summer Course 
of lectures has also greatly increased in numbers; and 
the Faculty earnestly recommend all who have it in 
their power to use these improved facilities for a com- 
plete medical education. 
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No honorary degrees in medicine are granted. 

The degree will not be conferred upon any candidate 
who absents himself from the public Commencement, 
without the special permission of the Faculty. 

Fee to each professor, $20. Demonstrator’s ticket, 
$10. Matriculation fee, $5, to be paid once only. 
Graduation fee, $30. Students who have paid for two 
full courses are entitled thereafter to attend free of all 
charge. 

Students who have attended two full courses of lec- 
tures in other accredited medical colleges, are entitled 
to the tickets of a full course in the Jefferson Medical 
College for $70. Graduates of three years’ standing, 
of other accredited medical colleges, are required to 
pay the matriculation fee only; to graduates of less 
than three years’ standing, the fee for a general ticket 
is $50. To graduates of accredited dental colleges and 
colleges of pharmacy, the fee for.a general ticket is 
$100.

For the study of Practical Anatomy a full supply 
of material is furnished free of charge. 

The ANAToMicAL Rooms, under the supervision of 
the Demonstrator of Anatomy, Dr. Thomas H. An- 
drews, and an able corps of Assistants, are spacious 
and provided with every convenience, and not only 
are subjects for dissection to be had without expense, 
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but there are no incidental or extra charges of any 
kind. 

The Worxine LAaporatory for PracticaL CHEMIs- 
TRY is under the supervision of the Professor of Chem- 
istry, aided by the Demonstrator. 

The instruction here given will be in harmony with 
the Chemical Lectures of the Winter Session, and 
will be conducted in such a manner as to secure to the 
student a Practical familiarity with the apparatus, 
materials, processes, and reactions which are the sub- 
jects of his professional study, and which are to be 
availed of in his subsequent practice. 

The courses will be arranged under three heads, ac- 
cording to the preparation of the pupil, and his own 
especial wants and choice. 

1. MANIPULATION, in which each student will him- 
self prepare the apparatus, perform the various experi- 
ments, and trace the reactions, as shown and explained 
in the regular Winter Lectures of the Professor of 
Chemistry. 

2. QUALITATIVE and QUANTITATIVE ANALYSIS, SO 
far as relates to the wants of the Medical Practitioner. 
This will include an extensive range of testing for the 
discrimination between the various hurtful substances — 
that may call for antidotes, and those which are harm- 
less; and will embrace Toxicology, or the practical sep- 
aration and detection of poisons in Organic Mixtures 
and Tissues. : 

The student will also in this course be conducted 
practically through the manufacture of all the promi- 
nent Acids and Salts, and the extraction or prepara- 
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tion of the important Alkaloids, Ethers, and other 
Organic Products. 

8. The EXAMINATION OF NorMAL and ABNORMAT 
Propucrs of the human body as aiding in the diag- 
nosis of disease, such as urine, urinary deposits, bile, 
blood, ete. 

Daily Clinical Lectures are held at the Jefferson 
Medical College Hospital, adjoining the College. 

During the summer months, the student has the op- 
portunity of going through the wards of the hospitals, 
and of gaining much additional information, which 
want of time during the winter renders difficult of at- 
tainment. 

Attendance upon the summer course Is allowed as 
office instruction, but does not count as a ** Session”’ 
of lectures. | 

The following Prizes are offered to the graduates of 
the Jefferson Medical College, at the annual Com- 
mencement. 

1. A prize of $100, by Henry C. Lea, Esq., for the 
best Thesis founded upon original experiments, clini- 
cal observation, or superior excellence in scholarship. 

9. A prize of $50, or gold medal of equal value, for 
the best Essay on a subject pertaining to the Theory 
and Practice of Medicine, or to Physiology. 

3. A prize of $50, or gold medal of equal value, for 
the best Surgical Essay, or the best Anatomical Pre- 
paration. All preparations offered in competition are 
to become the property of the College. 

4. A prize of $50, or gold medal of equal value, for 
the best Essay on a subject pertaining to Obstetrics 
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and Diseases of Women and Children, or to Therapeu- 
tics and the Materia Medica. 

5. A prize of $50, or gold medal of equal value, for 
the best Original Research in the Working Chemical 
Laboratory, or the best Essay on some Chemical sub- 
ject. ; 

6. A prize of a Pocket Operating Case, of the value 
of $25, by the Demonstrator of Anatomy, for the best 
Dissection in the Anatomical Room. 

7. A Gold Medal, by the Demonstrator of Surgery, — 
for Excellence in Bandaging. 

8. A Gold Medal, by R. J. Levis, M.D., one of the 
Surgeons to the Pennsylvania Hospital, for the best 
report of his Surgical Clinic, by a student of the Jef- 
ferson Medical College. 

No prize will be conferred unless the papers or pre- 
parations submitted shall be considered to reach a 
certain standard of merit. 

The course of Preliminary Lectures opens on the 
first Monday in September, four weeks before the be- 
ginning of the regular course. : 

During this course, lectures (clinical and didactic) 
will be given in the mornings, leaving the afternoons 
for dissecting, thus lightening considerably the winter — 
labors of the student. | 

The regular Winter Session begins on the first Mon- 
day in October, and will continue until lst of March. 
The examinations for the degree of M.D. (except in 
special cases) do not begin until after the close of the 
Session, but the Commencement for the degrees is held 
early in March. 
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The personal expenses of the student are at least as 
low in Philadelphia as in any other large city. Stu- 
dents can board comfortably for from four to five dol- 
lars per week, fire and light included; and those who 
are willing to live at some distance from the College, 
or to club together in lodging-rooms, at even less rates. 
Board during the summer is lower than in winter. 

Students will save time and expense by going di- 
rectly to the College, Tenth Street, above Walnut, on 
their arrival in the city. The Janitor will at once see 
them provided with board. The Dean will (if required) 
attend to the collection of the drafts and checks of the 
student, and the safe deposit of his money. 

A list of all the Graduates, to 1878 inclusive, will be 
sent to any Alumnus on the receipt of a return stamp; 
to others, on the receipt of twelve cents in stamps. 

A list of the residences of the Alumni (as far as 
ascertained) is kept at the College. Any information 
on this subject will be gratefully received. 


The New Hospital of the Jefferson Medical College, 


Which was begun in November, 1875, is now completed 
and in operation. It is situated immediately west of 
the College, fronting on Sansom Street, and is bounded 
on three sides by streets, and by a wide private pass- 
age-way on the fourth side. It is 107 feet square, five 
stories in height, and is designed for the easy accom- 
modation of 125 patients. In connection with the 
hospital is the out-door or dispensary department, 
which furnishes much valuable material for clinical 
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instruction. The amphitheatre, provided for Clinical 
Lectures, is probably the largest and most convenient 
in the United States, and will seat more than six 
hundred students. The most approved appliances for 
heating, ventilation, etc., have been provided, and, in 
architectural construction and all desirable conveni- 
ences, this hospital will be found at least equal to any 
American clinical hospital. Daily Clinical Lectures 
are given at the hospital through the entire year by 
members of the Faculty and by the hospital staff,

Woman’s Medical College of Pennsylvania. 


This Institution was chartered by the Legislature 
of the State in 1850. The introductory lecture to the 
first course of lectures was delivered in the autumn of 
the same year. The Exercises of the first Commence- 
ment took place in the spring of 1852, when the de- 
gree of Doctor of Medicine was conferred upon eight 
ladies. The Annual Sessions have since been held — 
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without interruption, and at the Annual Commence- 
ment in March, 1878, seventeen ladies graduated. The 
graduates now number about two hundred and fifty, 
and are distributed throughout the United States and 
Canada; a number are also serving in China and 
India, in connection with the mission service in those 
countries. ‘ 

The Woman’s College has a commodious building 
adapted to its purposes; containing two large lecture 
rooms, capable each of seating three hundred stu- 
dents, with large laboratories for chemical and 
pharmaceutical classes; well-lighted dissecting room, 
museum, etc. | | 

The sessions open annually during the first week in 
October, and close about the middle of March. A 
Spring Course of instruction is also given free to all 
regular matriculates of the College. 

‘The Woman’s College was among the first institu- 
tions, if not the very first, to inaugurate the ‘ pro- 
gressive’ course of study now so favorably regarded ; 
the regulations to this end having been embodied in 
the course of instruction as set forth in the Annual 
Commencement for the year 1869, and since substan- 
tially adhered to. Other features of the school which 
have long since been distinctive, but which are now 
becoming more generally adopted by other institu- 
tions, are the establishment of a chair of dental phy- 
siology and pathology, and a department of practical 
pharmacy, and the furnishing of facilities to the stu- 
dents for practical personal work in the chemical and 
pharmaceutical laboratories. | 
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WINTER QUIZZES AND Sprina Course.—As a fur- 
ther means of securing more thorough scholarship, 
the Faculty, some years since, organized a system of 
Winter Quizzes designed to supplement the lectures 
of the several professors, and to aid in fixing the more 
important points in the minds of students. 

A Spring Course of instruction was also added to 
the Winter Course, making an important extension of 
the collegiate year, and giving opportunity for several 
of the more prominent specialties now demanding the 
attention of medical students, but which are neces- 
sarily excluded from the already crowded curriculum 
of the Winter Course. This course also secures time 
for more extended practical work in the laboratories 
of the Institution than can be profitably attempted 
during the winter. The Chemical Laboratory is, how- 
ever, open for work through both winter and spring 
sessions; opportunity for a thorough course in toxi- 
cological as well as zodchemical analysis, under care- 
ful supervision, is afforded every student in this 
‘department. Examination (chemical and microscopi- 
eal) of the urine and other animal fluids, both normal 
and pathological, is made a prominent feature of this 
instruction. : 

Lectures on Histology are given weekly through 
the entire winter, and practical training in the use of 
the microscope, under the immediate supervision of the 
professor in this department, makes a part of the work 
of the Spring Course. 

The dissecting room is also open through the entire 
collegiate year. 
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Among the specialties of the Spring Session may 
be specified a course in Practical Pharmacy. This is 
worthy of particular mention on account of the im- 
portance to physicians of being able to discriminate 
between the preparations of competent and incompe- 
tent druggists, whose field trenches so closely upon 
that of the prescriber. The familiarity with standard 
medicinal preparations, which comes from actual ma- 
nipulation in the laboratory, gives a confidence in 
judgment not to be secured in any other way. So far 
as known to the Faculty, this is a feature peculiar to 
this College. 


CoLLEGE PrREcEPTORSHIP.—These provisions for 
regular weekly examinations through both Winter 
and Spring Sessions, and for individual drill in several 
important departments, enable the College to offer 
preceptorship to students, as a substitute for the super- 
vision of a private practitioner formerly required. 

Without additional fees, this plan secures to the 
student teaching by several special instructors; and 
is believed by the Faculty, after a trial of several 
years, to constitute a substantial addition to the edu- 
cational facilities of students. 


CuintcaAL ADVANTAGES.—Excellent Clinical advan- 
tages are within reach of the students of this College. 
The Woman’s Hospital, where over four thousand 
patients are treated annually, is in the immediate 
neighborhood of the College. Its daily dispensary 
service is open to the students, under proper restric- 
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tions, and weekly clinics in the various departments 
are held by the different members of the attending 
staff. The cases presented at these clinics being sup- 
plied by the wards of the Hospital, and from its dis- 
pensary service, represent those classes of diseases 
which the graduates of this College will be most fre- 
quently called upon to treat; hence these clinics are 
peculiarly valuable. 

At the Pennsylvania Hospital, the oldest and one 
of the largest of the hospitals in Philadelphia, weekly 
clinics are held for our students in the departments of 
medicine and surgery. The clinical teachers of this 
Institution are recognized as among the foremost in 
this country. 

The clinics at the Philadelphia Hospital (Blockley) 
are also free to all who desire to attend. 

The daily clinics at Wills Hospital for Diseases of 
the Eye, at the Eye and Ear Department of the Phila- 
delphia Dispensary, and at the Orthopedic Hospital 
and Infirmary for Nervous Diseases are all accessible, 
affording valuable opportunities to such as may desire 
- to pursue either of these specialties. 


HosPiraL APPOINTMENTS.—Several graduates are 
appointed annually to serve as assistants to the Resi- 
dent Physician in the Woman’s Hospital. 

The large out-practice connected with this Institu- 
tion is mainly in charge of these assistants. 

The Mission Hospital, located in the central part 
of the city, and having a large dispensary service, 
also makes two appointments annually, usually from 
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among the graduates and matriculants of this Col- 
lege. 


Reaping Room.—The Reading Room, recently 
furnished, is supplied with important books of refer- 
ence, and with medical and other journals contributed 
through the liberality of the publishers, or of private 
individuals. This room is open to students at all hours, 
and forms an important accessory to the educational 
facilities of the College. 


LIBRARIES.—The Library, presented some years 
ago through the will of Dr. Ann Preston, as the nu- 
cleus of a college library, has received two important 
additions during the past year; one of a loan of about 
three hundred volumes from the private library of Dr. 
Henry Hartshorne, a former professor of the College ; 
and a second of about an equal number of volumes 
from the library of the late Dr. William R. Grant, of 
this city, presented to the College by his daughters. 

There is also a small medical library, known as the 
Barton Library, belonging to the Woman’s Hospital, 
to the use of which the students of the College are 
entitled through a provision of the will of the donor. 

The large and valuable medical library of the Penn- 
sylvania Hospital becomes available by depositing ten 
dollars with the librarian. There is also a medical 
department in the Mercantile Library. 


ALUMNA AssocrATION.—An Association of the 
Alumne of the College was organized in 1875. One 
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of the expressed objects of this Association is to pro- 
mote the interests of the Institution. No higher en 
couragement could be afforded the corporators and 
the Faculty than this expression of continued interest 
on the part of the graduates ; and it is their hope that 
the organization may prove an advantage to the 
Alumne as well as to the College, by aiding them in 
their efforts to maintain a high standard of attain- 
ments and professional character; also that they may 
thereby commend the study and practice of medicine 
to many young women in various parts of the country 
who are fitted both by‘natural abilities and by educa- 
tion to begin a medical career, who only wait for the 
impulse afforded. by an example of successful profes. 
sional life. 


SPECIAL CouRsEs or Stupy.—Ladies desiring to 
pursue the study of Chemistry, Anatomy, or Physi- 
‘ology, as part of a liberal education, may select a 
special course without reference to the regular curri- 
culum, taking one or more tickets at their own option. 
Students of Natural History may also obtain desira- 
ble advantages in the department of Microscopy and 
Histology. 


PremiuMs.—In view of the necessity for improved 
surgical instruments, medieal appliances, etc., one of 
the Board of Managers of the Woman’s Hospital of 
Philadelphia last year presented the Hospital with 
one thousand dollars, the interest of which is to be 
appropriated, in small premiums, for such inventions 


T 
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of the graduates or students of the Woman’s Medical 
College of Pennsylvania as shall be judged, by the 
Managers of the Hospital, to possess a suflicient 
degree of merit.* 


GRADUATION AND TEeRMs.—The requirements for 
graduation and terms are as follows :— 

1. The candidate must have reached the age of 
twenty-one years, and must possess creditable literary 
attainments. 

9. The candidate must .have been engaged in the 
study of medicine for three years—the year commenc- 
ing in March; and during at least two years of that 
time must have been either the private pupil of a 
respectable practitioner of medicine or the special stu- 
dent of the college. 

Six months of medical service in a recognized hos- 
pital will be considered equivalent to one year’s pri- 
vate or college preceptorship ; not, however, to abate 
from the three years of required medical study. 

3. The candidate must have attended two courses 
of lectures on the following subjects :— 


Chemistry and Toxicology. 

Anatomy. 

Physiology and Hygiene. 

Materia Medica and General Therapeutics. 
Principles and Practice of Medicine. 
Principles and Practice of Surgery. 

Obstetrics and Diseases of Women and Children. 


* An award of $25.00 has recently been made to Dr. Anna M. 
McAllister, for the invention of a protective apparatus to be 
used in Spina Bifida. 
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The two courses of lectures must have been attended 
in different years, and one at least in this college. The 
candidate must also have taken instruction in Practi- 
cal Anatomy, equivalent in amount to one dissection 
of all the usual divisions of the subject. 

4, The application for the degree must be made six 
weeks before the close of the session. The candidate, 
at the time of application, must exhibit to the Dean 
evidence of having complied with the above require- 
ments; she must also present the graduation fee, and 
a thesis of her own composition and penmanship, on 
some subject which has direct application to medicine. : 

To such students as attend three sessions or more, 
the option is offered of the division of the final exami- 
nation for the degree of Doctor of Medicine, as fol- 
lows :— 

a. A first examination, which may take place after 
attendance upon two courses of lectures on Chemistry, 
Anatomy, Physiology, and Hygiene, and to include 
these branches: the result of which examination shall — 
be recorded by the Secretary of the Faculty. 

6. A second examination, which may occur after the 
remaining requirements for graduation shall have been 
fulfilled, embracing the remaining portion of the cur- 
riculum. The result of this second examination added 
to the recorded result of the first shall constitute the 
final vote upon such candidate. This second examina- 
tion must take place within three years after the record 
of the first examination. 

5. In addition to the above requirements, the Faculty 
claims the right to refuse examination to an applicant 
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on the ground of what they deem to be moral or men-— 
tal unfitness for the profession. 

6. Graduates of more than five years’ standing of 
other medical schools, approved by this, will be admit- 
ted to the lectures free of expense, except the cost of 
the matriculation ticket, unless they should desire to 
graduate; in which case they will be expected to com- 
ply with the terms required of second course students. 


CoLLEGE PREcEPTORSHIP.—Attendance upon an an- 
nual course of Auxiliary Instruction* as provided 
by the college, including the Spring Course and the 
authorized Winter Quizzes in addition to the regular 
clinics, will constitute a Special Studentship, as speci- 
fied in Rule Second of Requirements for Graduates.

* This course of Auxiliary Instruction comprises a weekly 
Quiz during the Winter Session on each of the branches required 
in the Regular Course and in the Spring Instruction, as an- 
nounced. 
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Each student must exhibit her tickets to the Dean 
within six weeks from the commencement of the ses- 
sion. : 
For the encouragement of capable and well-educated 
women, whose means will not allow of the usual ex- 
penditure, six students will be admitted annually on 
the payment of twenty dollars for the session, exclu- 
sive of matriculation, the demonstrator’s, and gradua- 
tion fees. Such arrangements will be strictly confi- 
dential, and no distinction will. be made in point of 
courtesy between the beneficiary and other students. 

Ladies wishing to be received on this basis must 
forward to the Dean, on or before the first of August, 
previous to the opening of the session, application in 
their own handwriting, accompanied by satisfactory 
testimonials as to character, age, qualification, and 
want of means. The applicant must be not less than 
twenty nor more than thirty-five years of age. The 
successful candidates will be duly notified. 

The increasing demand for medical women as mis- 
sionaries has led the college to make the following 
provisions=in favor of societies under whose auspices 
they may study: students having the official recom- 
mendation of benevolent institutions or organizations 
for the purpose of being educated as missionaries will 
be admitted for half-price of all fees. 

Hereafter all applicants for admission to the col- 
lege, as beneficiaries or upon any of the scholarships 
of the college, must undergo a preliminary examination 
to determine their fitness for entering upon the study 
of medicine. : 
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This examination will include the elements of a fair 
English education. Graduation in any college of good 
standing, or in any normal or other advanced school, 
will be accepted in lieu of an examination as evidence 
of preparation for medical study. 

It is deemed well to suggest to those ladies who 
may contemplate entering college, the advantage of 
consulting at once with some reliable physician, who 
may be able to give systematic direction to their 
course of study, and who may furnish testimony, when 
required, in regard to the time during which they have 
been thus engaged.

The twenty-ninth annual session will commence on Thursday, 
October 3d, 1878. 


The Spring Course of Instruction. 


Its chief object, as that of former courses, will be 
to provide the students of the College more thorough 
practical teaching in the laboratories and recitation 
rooms than can be provided in the Winter Course, or 
obtained ordinarily under private tuition, and to fur- 
nish opportunities for study in certain special depart- 
ments that cannot at present be added to the Winter 
Curriculum. Lectures will be given on Clinical Ana- 
tomy, on Pharmacy, Hygiene, Dental Physiology and 
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Pathology, Ophthalmology, Physical Diagnosis, Elec- 
tro-Therapeutics, and Microscopy. Some of these 
lectures will be reviewed by questions from members 
of the Auxiliary Corps of Winter Instruction, in ad- 
dition to special recitations in certain branches of the 
Winter Course. Instruction in the Chemical Labora- 
tory will be given by the Professor of Chemistry and 
' by Dr. Mary E. Allen, Demonstrator of Chemistry. 
This will comprehend toxicological analysis, and ex- 
amination (chemical and microscopical) of the urine 
and other animal fluids, both normal and pathological. 
The work of the Pharmaceutical Laboratory will be 
under the direction of Professor J. P. Remington, of 
the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy. 

Clinical teaching will be available to the students at 
the Woman’s Hospital, the Philadelphia Hospital, 
Wills Ophthalmic Hospital, the Orthopedic Hospital, 
and at the Eye and Har Department of the Philadel- 
phia Dispensary, Thirteenth and Chestnut Streets. 

In addition to the weekly clinics in the Woman’s 
Hospital, the students, under certain restrictions, re- 
ceive bedside instruction daily from the Resident 
Physician, Anna EK. Broomall, M.D. 

All of the instruction in the Spring Course will be 
free to every regular matriculant of the College who 
has paid for two or more tickets of the preceding 
Winter Course. To those who have not attended that 
Course a fee of twenty-five dollars will be charged, 
which sum will'be deducted from the price of the 
tickets of the following winter. For practical work 
in the laboratories a fee of ten dollars will be charged 
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in the chemical, and of five in the pharmaceutical, to 
cover the cost of material and other necessary ex- 
penses attendant upon such work. The study of 
practical Anatomy also involves an expense for ma- 
terial for each dissection, of about three dollars.

Operative Surgery. 


This department of the Institution will continue as 
before under the entire control of Dr. J. M. Barton.

A course of thirty lectures and demonstrations in 
operative surgery, bandaging, and fracture dressing, 
begins early in October, and continues during the 
winter months; the class meeting on Monday and 
Thursday evenings of each week. The earlier portion 
of each evening is devoted to the performance of 
operations by the lecturer; after demonstrations upon 
recent dissections of the surgical anatomy of the part 
under consideration. The latter part of the evening 
is occupied by the class in performing the operations, 
under the supervision of the lecturer and his assistants.

The Philadelphia College of Pharmacy, 


145 Norta Tentu STREET, 


Was incorporated in 1822, “for the purpose of culti- 
- vating, improving, and making known a knowledge of 
Pharmacy, its collateral branches of science, and the 
best modes of preparing medicines and their com- 
pounds; and of giving instruction in the same by pub- 
lic lectures.” (Preamble to Charter.) 

Its officers are a President and two Vice-Presidents, 
a Corresponding Secretary, a Recording Secretary, 
and Treasurer, elected annually; who, with sixteen 
Trustees, eight of whom are elected in March and eight 
in September, constitute a Board for the control of the 
affairs of the College. 

It is supported by the initiation fees and contribu- 
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tions of its members; the school connected with it by 
the fees paid by students. - 

The members of the College are active, honorary, 
and correspondent. Any graduate in Pharmacy, con- 
forming in his professional conduct to the code of 
ethics, may be elected a member by the Board of Trus- 
tees. Non-graduates who have served a regular ap- 
prenticeship, and conforming as above, may in like 
manner be elected after passing an examination before 
acommittee; or, after being established in business for 
at least six years. : 

The initiation fee is five dollars; the annual contri- — 
bution is also five dollars. . 

The honorary members are elected by the College, 
on the recommendation of four members; they are 
‘‘such persons as, from their knowledge of Materia 
Medica, Pharmacy, and their collateral branches of 
science, shall in the opinion of the College merit that 
distinction.” 

Correspondent and honorary members have the 
same privileges as resident members, except that they 
have no right to vote or to hold office in the institution. 

Every member of the College, on payment of two 
dollars, is entitled toa certificate of membership, to be 
returned on his ceasing to be a member. 

The School of Pharmacy is under the control of the 
Board of Trustees, who appoint Professors to lecture 
on Materia Medica, Chemistry, Theory and Practice of 
Pharmacy, and other branches of science; also a Com- 
mittee on’ Examinations, who, in conjunction with the 
Professors, decide as to the fitness of candidates for 
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the degree. Upon the recommendation of the Com- 
mittee the Board may, by vote, confer the degree of 
Graduate in Pharmacy. 

Business meetings of the College are held on the 
last Mondays in March, June, September, and Decem- 
ber; pharmaceutical meetings, on the third Tuesday 
in every month, from October to May. 

Meetings of the Board of Trustees first Tuesday in 
each month. 

The members and graduates of the College are en- 
titled to attend and participate in the proceedings of 
the Pharmaceutical meetings, and to bring with them 
any strangers interested in Pharmacy and its kindred 
sciences. 7 

Contributions of rare and curious products are so- 
licited, as also original papers, designed for publica- 
tion or otherwise, the object being to excite and keep 
alive, among all who participate in the meetings, an 
interest in the progress and improvement of the science 
and art of Pharmacy. : 

A journal of such transactions of the College as may 
be ordered for publication, of original essays and of 
selections from scientific periodicals and books, is pub- 
lished monthly. It is called The American Journal 
of Pharmacy. Professor J. M. Maisch is the editor, 
and H. H. Wolle, business editor. Hours, 10 to 11 
A. M., in College building. 

The branches taught in the School of Pharmacy are 
General Chemistry, Theoretical and Practical Pharm- 
acy, and Materia Medica. Two lectures on each branch 
are delivered every week, from the first of October to 

8 
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the first of March, thus making a full five months’ 
course. The lecture nights are Monday, Wednesday, 
and Friday, and two lectures, one at 7$ o’clock and 
one at 8.45 o’clock, are delivered upon each. | 

A Laboratory for practical instruction in Chemistry 
was opened in 1870, and placed under the superintend- 
ence of Professor Maisch. The laboratory is open 
daily (Sundays excepted) from 9 o’clock A. M. to 1 
PM. 


Qualifications for Graduation.—Every person upon 
whom a diploma of this College shall be conferred 
must be of good moral character, must have arrived at . 
the age of twenty-one years, have attended two courses 
of each of the lectures delivered in this College, or one 
course in this College and one in some other respectable 
college of pharmacy, the last of which, however, must 
be in this College; or when there is no such college 
organized in his locality, in some other respectable 
medical institution in which the same branches are 
taught. He shall have served out an apprenticeship 
of at least four years with a person or persons engaged 
in, and qualified to conduct, the Drug business. He 
shall also be required to produce an original disserta- 
tion or thesis upon some subject of materia medica, 
pharmacy, chemistry, or one of the branches of science 
immediately connected therewith, which shall be writ- 
ten on thesis paper with neatness and accuracy, in his 
own handwriting. The thesis, with the written evi- 
dence above mentioned, and the graduation fee, shall be 
deposited with the senior professor of the school, on or 
before the first of February of the session in which the 
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application shall be made. He may be admitted to 
examination at the expiration of three years and six 
months of his term of service. He must also be recom- 
mended in writing by the Committee on Examinations 
and the Professors jointly, and if his application be 
finally approved of by the Board of Trustees, he shall 
be entitled to the Degree of Graduate in Pharmacy, and 
shall receive the diploma of the College at the expira- 
tion of his full term of service and on reaching the age 
of twenty-one years. 

A special course on Pharmaceutical Manipulations 
was instituted by the Board of Trustees April, 1877, 
and Professor Remington was appointed to conduct it, 
Instruction is given twice a week in making pharma- 
ceutical preparations, compounding prescriptions, etc. 


Qualifications for Certificateof Proficiency.—Every 
person on whom the certificate of proficiency in chem- 
istry and materia medica shall be conferred must con- 
form to all the qualifications required from a candidate 
for graduation, except.as follows: The term of appren- 
ticeship may be in the wholesale drug business, exclu- 
sive of a dispensing department, or in the chemical and 
pharmaceutical manufacturing business. The candi- 
date will not be required to undergo an examination 
on practical pharmacy. In case of a person holding 
such certificate of proficiency in chemistry and materia 
medica, hereafter producing satisfactory evidence to 
the Board of Trustees that he has served a term of at 
least two years with a person or persons engaged in, 
and qualified to conduct, the apothecary business, he 
shall be entitled to an examination by the Professor 
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of Pharmacy and Committee on Examination, and if 
recommended in writing by the said professor and com- 
mittee jointly to the Board of Trustees, and his appli- 
cation being approved of by them, he shall be entitled 
to the Degree of Graduate in Pharmacy, and to receive 
the diploma of the College.

This Institution was established. by the enterprise 
of the first members of the Faculty—Professors J. H. 
M’Quillen, J. Foster Flagg, C. A. Kingsbury, and 
Henry Morton. The fees of the students in attend-— 
ance upon the lectures are its only source of support. 
Founded in the year 1863, a period seemingly the most 
unpropitious which could have been selected, the In- 
stitution, session after session, has met with increas- 
ing encouragement, and, in a single decade, gained not 
only a national, but a truly cosmopolitan reputation 
and character. Many of its students were previously 
in attendance upon the lectures, or were graduates of 
the departments of medicine and arts of the time- 
honored universities of Europe, or medical and dental 
colleges in the United States, while others had been 
in reputable practice for years. They have come not 
only from every section of the country, North, South, 
Kast, and West, but from Canada, Nova Scotia, Cuba, 
Bahamas, Mexico, Bolivia, Colombia, Ecuador, Prus- 
sia, England, Ireland, France, Austria, Russia, Den- 
mark, Norway, Sweden, Switzerland, Portugal, Bel- 
gium, Bavaria, China, and Australia. 

Commencing with eleven students the first year, the 
number has gradually increased until the present ses- 
sion, 1877-78, it has reached a clan of one hundred 
and forty-seven students. 
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The Dispensary and Laboratory are open all the 
year. There is a Spring Course of Lectures com- 
-mencing April Ist and continuing daily until the end 
of June, and a Fall Course from September Ist until 
the regular Winter Session of the Institution com- 
mences on the Ist of November, and which continues 
until the close of the ensuing February. 7 

The Spring and Fall Courses are introductory to 
but under no circumstances can they be regarded as 
an equivalent for the Winter Session; in which, with 
the view of combining theoretical and practical in- 
struction, three hours of each day are devoted to at- 
tendance upon the lectures, which are amply illustrated 
from the museum by a valuable collection of specimens 
in human and comparative anatomy, papier maché mani- 
kins, models in wood, drawings, wet and dry prepara- 
tions, pathological and mineralogical specimens, and 
the philosophical and chemical apparatus of the incum- 
bents of the various chairs ; vivisections on the lower 
animals, and the microscopic examination of the va- 
rious tissues, are also made use of. In addition to 
the lectures, four hours are spent in actual practice 
by the students, under the supervision of the Demon- 
strators. 

CuinicaAL InstRvucToRS.—In addition to the regular 
course, a series of clinical lectures and demonstrations 
is given by a number of gentlemen well known in the 
profession. Fully appreciating the wants and aspira- 
tions of young practitioners, these gentlemen are pecu- 
liarly well fitted to give them practical suggestions, 
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which, if strictly followed, will prove an important 
element of success in life. 

THE DispensARY embraces two large Operating 
Rooms, each fifty feet in length (lighted by twenty win- 
dows, in addition to a large sky-light), and furnished 
with forty operating chairs, so arranged as to com- 
mand the best light. There is also a separate room 
for the administration of anesthetics and the extrac- 
tion of teeth. 

The operating chairs are assigned to the students 
in regular order, as they enter their names upon the 
clinic books. Each student will have a table and sepa- 
rate drawer, with a key, for his instruments, the latter, 
with the exception of those to be used for extracting, 
he is expected to procure. 

The LABorATorY is a large, comfortably warmed, — 
and well-lighted room, having the most thorough and 
complete appliances for the construction of everything 
which properly pertains to mechanical dentistry. The 
work-benches (sixty-five in number), lathes, furnace, 
forge, rolling-mill, vulcanizers, etc., are all of the most 
substantial and practical characters, and in working 
condition. 3 

A sufficient number of patients present themselves 
daily at the Dispensary to keep the students occupied 
in attending to them, thus insuring the acquirement 
of a wide experience, and affording every opportunity 
in the dispensary and laboratory for obtaining a prac- 
tical knowledge of operative and mechanical dentistry. 
The services rendered by the students are gratuitous. 

Qualifications for Graduation.—The candidate must 
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be of good moral character, and not less than twenty- 
one years of age. He must have had two years’ pri- 
vate tuition, and have attended two full courses of 
lectures in a respectable dental or medical college, 
one of which shall have been in this institution. He 
must present to the Dean a thesis on some subject re- 
lating to dental theory or practice : demonstrate to the 
Professor of Operative and Mechanical Denistry his 
ability to perform dental requirements in these de- 
partments ; deposit a specimen of mechanical dentistry, 
made by him in the institution, in the museum of the 
College; and submit to an examination by the faculty, 
upon which, if found competent, he shall receive the 
degree of Doctor of Dental Surgery.

This Institution was chartered in 1852, and assumed 
its present organization in 1856. 

The Infirmary and Laboratory will be opened on 
the 15th of March, and remain open during the entire 
session, when ample opportunities will be afforded 
the student for the prosecution of the practical part 
of his studies under the guidance and supervision of 
demonstrators of known integrity and capability. Dur- 
ing the Fall Course and the Regular or Winter Ses- 
sion, a Clinical Lecture will be given and operations 
‘performed by one of the Professors every Saturday. 


THE SPRING AND FALL SESSIONS. 


The Spring Course of Lectures will commence on 
the first Monday in April, and continue until the last 
of June. Fee for the course, $50, which will be credited 
upon the fee for the ensuing regular session. . 

_ The Fall Course will commence on the second Mon- 
day in September, and continue until the last of Octo- 
ber, and will be free to those who matriculate for the 
regular session. 

During the Spring and Fall Sessions there will be 
one lecture a day, from five to six o’clock P.M., and, 
with the exception of Saturday, the Dispensary and 
Laboratory will be open daily for six hours. 

The attendance at the entire Spring and Fall Courses 
will be deemed equivalent to the term of pupilage 
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under a private preceptor during the recess of the 
regular session. 

The Regular Session, upon which attendance is re- 
quired, commences on the first day of November, and 
continues until the first of March ensuing. The course 
is so arranged that eighteen lectures will be delivered 
each week on the various branches taught in the Col- 
lege. : 

Clinical Instruction.—In addition to which, with 
the exception of Saturday, four hours are daily spent 
by the student in actual practice, under the supervi- 
sion of the Demonstrators. 

The Operative Department.—To afford every facility 
to the student in acquiring a thorough practical knowl- 
edge of this branch, the operating rooms are furnished 
with thirty-eight chairs, so arranged as to command 
the best light, and are provided with all the appliances 
for comfort and use. To these chairs the students are 
assigned in classes, and certain hours are fixed for each 
member of the class to operate. 

The Mechanical Department.—In the Laboratory 
are all the conveniences for the preparation of the 
metals, manufacture of teeth, single and block, mount- 
ing, etc. Every process known in the profession, 
which has any value to the mechanical dentist, is fully 
taught, and receipts of valuable compounds are freely 
imparted. The student is required to go through all 
the necessary manipulations connected with the inser- 
tion of artificial teeth—from taking the impression of 
the mouth to the entire construction of the denture, 
and its proper adjustment in the mouth of the patient. 
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There is also a dissecting room and chemical labora- 
tory in the College building which the students will 
be required to attend.

Qualifications for Graduation.—The candidate 
must be twenty-one years of age. He must have 
studied under a private preceptor at least two years, 
including his course of instruction at the College. 
Attendance on two full courses of lectures, at the 
Regular or Winter Session, in this Institution will be 
required, but satisfactory evidence of having attended 
one full course in any respectable dental or medical 
school will be considered equivalent to the first course 
of lectures inthis College. Also, satisfactory evidence 
of having been in practice five years, inclusive of term 
of pupilage, will be considered equivalent to the first 
course of lectures. 

The eandidate for graduation must prepare a thesis 
upon some subject connected with the theory or prac- 
tice of dentistry. He must treat thoroughly some 
patient requiring all the usual dental operations, and 
bring such patient before the Professor of Operative 
Dentistry. He must also take up at least one artificial 
case, and after it is completed, bring his patient before 
the Professor of Mechanical Dentistry. He must also 
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% 
prepare a specimen case to be deposited in the College 
collection. The operations must be performed, and 
the work in the artificial case done, at the College 
building. He must also undergo an examination by | 
the Faculty, when, if found qualified, he shall be re- 
commended to the Board of Trustees, and, if approved 
by them, shall receive the degree of Doctor of Dental 
Surgery.

The Pennsylvania Hospital. 


This venerable Institution was founded in 1750, and 
chartered in 1751, the corporators being styled * The 
Contributors to the Pennsylvania Hospital.” Dr. 
Franklin, then a member of the Provincial Assembly, 
greatly aided in the benevolent scheme. The Hos- 
pital derives its support from voluntary contributions : 
some of the patients pay board, but the amount so re- 
ceived is trifling compared with the expenditures. It 
is situated on the square between Highth and Ninth, 
and Spruce and Pine Streets, the entrance being on 
Highth Street. 

The Contributors (who become such on the payment 
of ten pounds, or upwards, to the Institution) meet 
annually on the first Monday in May, to elect a Board 
of twelve Managers and a Treasurer. These Managers 
have charge of the affairs not only of the Hospital in 
the city, but also of that for the insane in West Phila- 
delphia. They elect all the officers except the Trea- 
surer. | 

The Medical Staff of the Hospital in town consists 
of four Attending Physicians, four Attending Sur- 
geons, and four Resident Physicians—two in the sur- 
gical wards, and two in the medical. The term for 
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each resident is sixteen months. An apothecary lives 
in the house, and has charge of the preparation and 
dispensing of medicines. All of these gentlemen, ex- 
cept the last named, render their services gratuitously. 
Two of the surgeons are on duty at a time, for a term 
of six months; the physicians serve singly for periods 
of three months. Each physician and surgeon pays a 
daily visit in the forenoon. Clinical lectures are de- 
livered by them in the amphitheatre, from 10 A. M. to 
12 M. on Wednesdays and Saturdays, and to a class 
of women on Tuesdays. 

Each physician and surgeon of the Hospital has the 
privilege of introducing not exceeding eight of his 
pupils at one time, to observe the practice of the Hos- 
pital, and have the use of the Library, subject to the 
regulations of the attending Managers. ) 

The Library contains between twelve and thirteen | 
thousand volumes, and is accessible to students and 
physicians on payment of three dollars per annum, or 
twenty-five dollars for this right for life. 

Admission and Discharge of Patients. —Persons ac- 
cidentally wounded or otherwise injured are received 
at all hours, subject to such rules on the matter as the 
Managers may from time to time enact; provided 
always, that the accident or injury happen in Penn- 
sylvania, and the patient is brought to the Hospital 
within twenty-four hours after its occurrence. 

The number of patients to be admitted on the charity 
of the institution in this Hospital is now limited to 
eighty, exclusive of recent accidents as above. 

These are distributed as follows :— 

9 
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The men’s medical ward is limited to twenty beds 
for poor patients. 

The women’s medical ward is limited to twenty-five 
beds for poor patients. 

The men’s surgical wards are limited to twenty-five 
beds for poor patients, exclusive of recent accidents. 

The women’s surgical ward is limited to ten beds 
for poor patients, exclusive of recent accidents. 

Room must always be reserved in the surgical 
wards for the reception of cases of accident; and if 
these increase beyond the capacity of the wards, the 
number of other poor patients must be reduced in 
proportion. : 

The physician and surgeon on duty have thé power 
of admitting poor or charity patients in their respec- 
tive wards, to the numbers above respectively allotted 
to each ward, subject to the general rules governing 
the admission of patients into this Hospital. The 
admission in all cases must be by priffted certificate 
of name, age, place of nativity, occupation, whether 
married or single, and of the disease—under the signa-. 
ture of the doctor admitting. Whenever practicable, 
the doctor admitting must also require security for 
the clothing of the patient, and for his or her removal 
when discharged, from some friend or relation of the. 
applicant, or refer the parties to the Steward for that 
purpose. 

No person having any infectious or contagious dis- 
ease can be admitted into the Hospital. 

No person can be admitted on the charity of the 
institution whose case is judged to be incurable. 

Pay patients may be admitted by the Steward, on 
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the certificate of a Hospital physician, at the rates 
hereinafter established. 

No person having a syphilitic disease, or mania-a- 
pott, can be admitted as a charity patient; the lowest 
charge being fourteen dollars per week for the latter. 

The lowest rate of board for pay patients is $7 per 
week. 

All pay patients are ei ni to give good security 
for the payment of their board, or deposit at least a 
month’s board in advance. 

All patients are to be discharged as soon as they 
are cured; and all charity patients whose cases, after 
a reasonable time of trial, shall be judged incurable, 
are to be discharged. 

Sailors, who have had their wages taxed for the 
Hospital fund, are admitted, as to other hospitals, 
upon an order from the Collector of the Port. 

The whole number of patients admitted since the 
establishment of the Hospital in 1752 to April 28th, 
1877, is 97,466, of whom 63,662 have been poor per- 
. sons, supported during their stay by the Institution. 
(Including the Insane Department, the former number 
is increased to 105,129.)

The Pennsylvania Hospital for the Insane 


Is under the same Board of Managers as the pre- 
ceding, and its city office is at the Hospital in town, 
at 8th and Pine Streets. There are two departments 
of this Institution, the Male and Female, both under 
the same Physician-in-Chief, with two or more Assist- 
ant Physicians, a Steward, and a Matron, for each de- 
partment. All these officers reside on the premises. 

The buildings are situated between the Westchester 
and Haverford Roads, west of 42d Street, and are 
reached by the Market Street cars. The eastern one, 
opened in 1841, is devoted to female patients; the 
western, opened in 1859, to males. 

Admission of Patients.—All classes of insane per- 
sons, without regard to the duration of the disease or | 
to its curability, are admitted into this Institution. 
Idiots, however, it may be stated, are not received; 
and for the epileptic, a special agreement should be 
made. | 

Cases of mania-a-pott are not received into this Hos- 
pital; but into that in the city, exclusively. 

Preparatory to the reception of a patient, it is neces- 
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sary to arrange the rate of board, etc., with a member 
of the Board of Managers, and to furnish a certificate 
of the patient’s insanity from two respectable graduates 
of medicine, duly acknowledged before a magistrate. 
or judicial officer (as required by the laws of Pennsyl- 
vania), with a request from a near relative or friend 
that the individual may be received into the Institu- 
tion. <A full and detailed history of each case is also 
particularly requested. 

For the payment of board, and removal of a patient 
when discharged, security is always required from some 
responsible resident of the city of Philadelphia. Pay- 
ment for board is always to be made quarterly in ad- 
vance; and if the patient is removed uncured, before 
the expiration of the first three months, and contrary 
to the advice and consent of the Superintending Physi- 
cian, board is always required for thirteen weeks; 
otherwise, the charge is only for the time actually 
passed in the Hospital, provided that time is more 
than four weeks. 

Interest will be charged on bills not paid till after 
the expiration of the quarter. 

Large chambers and private attendants can always 
be supplied, if desired by the friends of the patients. 

A limited number of insane persons in indigent cir- 
cumstances, whose cases are recent, and such as are 
believed to offer a fair chance of cure, may be admitted 
as patients by the Attending Managers for a period 
not exceeding three months for each case, and treated 
without any charge. If promising favorably, and on 
the recommendation of the Physician, the period may 
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be extended at the discretion of the Board. Security 
for the removal of such patients when discharged and 
for their clothing whilst in the Hospital, is required of 
some responsible resident of the city of Philadelphia, 
or its vicinity. The number of these patients is from 
time to time regulated by the Board of Managers, and 
is now fixed at fifty. 

Regulations for the Admission of Visitors.—The 
Board of Managers, recognizing the duty of shielding 
‘the insane from all improper exposure, and regarding 
their right of protection from the gratification of an 
idle curiosity on the part of strangers, as just as great, 
while residents of a hospital, as in their own dwellings, 
have adopted the following regulations for the admis- 
sion of visitors :-— | 

Visitors are not to be admitted before 10 o’clock 
A. M., after sunset, nor on the first day of the week. 
They are not to be admitted on the afternoon of Sev. 
enth day (Saturday) unless on special business with 
the Attending Managers, or with one of the officers of 
the house. 3 

All parts of the Hospital not occupied by patients 
may be shown and explained during the hours for the 
admission of visitors. 

No visitor, unless in company with a Manager, can 
be taken into the wards, without permission from the 
Physician to the Hospital, or, in his absence, from the 
Assistant Physician; and when visitors are allowed to 
enter the wards, they must always be accompanied by 
one of these officers, by the Steward or Matron, or 
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by some person delegated by the physician for the 
purpose. 

As this Hospital cannot be allowed to become a re- 
sort for idle curiosity, it is hoped that the friends of 
patients, and all others, will carefully avoid prolong- 
ing their visits unnecessarily. And those employed 
in the care of the patients or in the domestic depart. 
ments are to avoid inviting company to the Hospital. 

The pleasure railroads and other contrivances for 
the amusement of the patients are not to be used by 
visitors; nor are they to enter the museums or to pass 
through the pleasure grounds, except by special per- 
mission. 

It is expressly forbidden to furnish any inmate of 
this Hospital with tobacco in any form; or to deliver 
to, or receive from a patient, any letter, parcel, or 
package, without the knowledge and approbation of 
the Physician. 

Funds for the use of the patients are to be placed in ~ 
the hands of the Stewards, to be used only under the 
direction of the Physician.

That insane persons may be placed in a hospital 
for the insane by their legal guardians, or by their 
relatives and friends in case they have no guardians; 
but never without the certificate of two or more re- 
putable physicians after a personal examination made 
within one week of the date thereof, and this cer- 
tificate to be duly acknowledged and sworn to or 
affirmed before some magistrate or judicial officer 
who shall certify to the genuineness of the signatures 
and to the responsibility of the signers. (Law of 
April, 1860.) 

None but recent cases are admitted. 

For private patients, or those supported by them- 
selves or friends, the price varies from $3.50 to $5.00 
a week. For those supported by townships or coun- 
ties the price is $3.00 a week. 

Preparatory to the admission of a patient (unless 
when committed by order of a court) the Superinten- 
dent shall be furnished with the certificate as above, 
with a request from a near relative or friend that the

patient may be received into the Hospital, and a bond 
with satisfactory security for the payment of board 
and other expenses while in the Institution. All pri- 
vate patients must make a payment of thirteen weeks’ 
board in advance, and if taken away without or against 
the advice and consent of the Superintendent within 
that period no part of said amount shall be refunded. 

Whenever a patient is sent to the Hospital by order 
of a court, etc., the order shall be lodged with the 
Superintendent.

This is a general hospital, supported by interest 
from moneys invested (received by bequests or dona- 
tions), contributions from churches and individuals 
for the maintenance of free beds, board paid by 
patients, together with Thanksgiving offerings, and 
annual and special contributions. : 

It is under the control of a Board of twenty-four 
Managers, besides the Protestant Episcopal Bishop of 
the Diocese, who is ex-officio their President. The 
contributors, who become such by paying fifty dol- 
lars at one time into the treasury of the Hospital, 
choose every year eight gentlemen, to serve as Mana- 
gers for a three years’ term. 

The Board of Managers choose annually four At- 
tending Surgeons and four Attending Physicians, to 
serve each for three months in his turn. Four Resi- 
dent Physicians, serving sixteen months each, and an 
Apothecary, constitute the rest of the Medical Staff. 
The two Junior Resident Physicians have charge of 
the Dispensary, under the direction of the Dispensary 
Staff, which consists of four physicians and four sur- 
geons. 

One ward, founded by bequest of Miss Grasby, and

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called the “ Hannah Ward,” is for reception of patients 
with diseases of the chest; the receipts from the fund 
maintain at present ten patients. 

Any individual or any church may, by the annual 
payment of two hundred and fifty dollars, acquire the 
right to one bed in the hospital, for a case, curable or 
incurable, provided that such case requires medical or 
surgical care, does not call for more than ordinary at- 
tendance, and is of such a nature as not to disturb 
the peace and quietness of the other patients. These 
beneficiaries are admitted upon orders from the parties 
maintaining the beds, or their agents. 

Persons suffering from acute disease, not contagious 
or infectious, may be admitted by an order from the 
physician or surgeon on duty. ‘* Recent accidents ” 
are admitted at once, if brought to the hospital within 
twenty-four hours after the receipt of injury. 

Sailors are admitted on the account of the Collector 
of the Port, as in other hospitals. 

A large number of out-patients are prescribed for 
at the Dispensary, in the basement, daily (Sundays 
excepted), in the forenoon.

The German Hospital of Philadelphia. 


S. W. coRNER oF GIRARD AND CORINTHIAN AVENUES. 


Incorporated April, 1860. Opened for the reception of Patients 
November, 1866. 


The members of this corporation are such persons 
as may be elected by ballot, pay five dollars admis- 
sion, and three dollars annually; fifty dollars paid in 
one sum constitutes a life-member; one thousand dol- 
lars constitutes a life-emember, with a right to have 
constantly one patient in the wards. Corporators 
who are “ citizens above the age of twenty-one years” 
are eligible as managers, but must speak the German 
language. 

Any association or corporation, paying one hundred 
dollars or more in one sum, may acquire one vote 
at the annual election. Every charitable, beneficial, 
or other corporation or association, contributing with 
the assent of the Board of Managers the sum of fifteen 
hundred dollars, is entitled to have one of its sick 
members constantly in the wards on its recommenda- 
tion, and on payment of the further sum of one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars annually, such association or 
corporation has. the privilege of the admission of an- 
other patient. 

10 
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On the last Wednesday in December of each year 
the corporators elect eight Managers, to serve a three 
years’ term. By the twenty-four Managers thus ap- 
pointed the medical officers are chosen; they must 
“ speak the German language with facility.” 

- Patients are admitted without exclusion of nation- 
ality, creed, or color. The Hospital has now, with 
the new extension, accommodations for one hundred 
and thirty sick persons. 

Patients to be admitted into the Hospital (except 
in cases of recent accident) must be residents of the 
city of Philadelphia, or immigrants who have not ac- 
quired a permanent residence}; if poor, they are treated 
gratuitously. 7 

For pay patients the charge is four to six dollars a 
week, or more in special cases, as decided by agree- 
ment between the applicant and the steward, with the 
consent of the Visiting Committee. Payment must 
be made, or security given, for two weeks in advance. 
Unmarried persons, by regular monthly payments of 
twenty-five cents, can acquire the right of free admis- 
sion to the Hospital in case of sickness. The right is 
lost by three consecutive failures to pay the contribu- 
tions. 

No one is admitted with infectious, pestilential, or 
incurable disease. 

At least one-tenth of the beds in the Hospital are 
reserved for the poor. 

Visiting days for the friends of patients, Sundays 
and Thursdays, from 10 A. M. to 2 P. M. Special 
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privileges are granted by the Assistant Physician and 
Steward. !

The Jewish Hospital of Philadelphia 


Is located on Olney Road, near York Pike, Twenty- 
second Ward. It is accessible by the North Pennsy]l- 
vania Railroad to Tabor Station, is about two squares 
west of station—or in driving out take Broad Street 
to its terminus, and then into York Pike. This Hos- 
pital is free for the alleviation of the sick and wounded 
of every creed, color, sex, or nationality ; in connec- 
tion with it is the Asylum for aged and infirm Israel- 
ites. The number of beds in wards and single rooms 
for hospital use is forty, but when necessary can easily 
accommodate fifty. The Home or Asylum will ac- 
commodate about the same number. 
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Cases of accident are admitted at any time without 
permit; but all cases of sickness (excepting those of 
a contagious or infectious nature, which are never 
admitted) require a permit from the Committee of Ad- 
mission, to be signed by two of their members (seven 
in number, residing or having offices in central loca- 
tions) ; this committee require a certificate from the 
attending physician as to the nature of the disease, 
etc., before granting a permit; the resident physician 
in cases of emergency requiring immediate treatment 
can admit without it. The Hospital is free to all, but 
persons who desire to pay are charged a moderate 
sum. All receive the same treatment, rich and poor 
alike. 

The building is surrounded by fourteen and a half 
acres of beautiful rolling ground, and is in one of the 
finest parts of the city. The present site has been 
occupied several years, the Hospital having formerly 
been located at Fifty-sixth and Haverford Road; the 
building is complete in all its appointments for. hos- 
pital purposes. Its cost completed and furnished was 
about $100,000, paid for by the Israelites of Philadel- 
phia, excepting a small mortgage. It is supported by 
yearly subscribers and voluntary donations.

The Presbyterian Hospital in Philadelphia. 


PowELTON AVENUE AND THIRTY-NINTH St., WEST PHILADELPHIA. 


All the members of the Philadelphia Presbyterian 
Alliance, and all other persons who shall contribute 
to the Hospital the sum of thirty dollars or more 
yearly, or the sum of five hundred dollars at one time, 
are members of this corporation, and are entitled to 
vote at the annual election for Trustees. 

The government of the Institution is vested in a 
Board of Trustees, consisting of twenty-four persons, 
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not more than nine of whom are ministers of the gos- 
pel, in addition to the President of the Philadelphia 
Presbyterian Alliance, who is ex officio a trustee and 
President of the Board. In the event of there being 
a vacancy in the Presidency of the Alliance, the Board 
choose one of their own number to be President dur- 
ing such vacancy. 

No person is eligible to the office of Trustee who is 
not a member in full communion with a chureh con- 
nected with the Presbytery of Philadelphia or of 
Philadelphia Central. 

The election for Trustees is held on the third Tues- 
day of January in every year, or in case of failure to 
elect on that day, then on some subsequent day as 
early as practicable. At the first election—which was 
held on the third Tuesday of January, 1872—twenty- 
four Trustees were chosen, in three classes of eight 
members each, to continue in office for one, two, or 
three years respectively; and at every subsequent 
election eight members are to be elected to serve for 
three years. 3 

The Medical Board consists of at least four Attend- 
ing Surgeons, four Attending Physicians, two Phy- 
sicians for diseases peculiar to women, two Ophthalmic 
Surgeons, two Pathologists, and one Aurist, who give 
their attendance regularly at the Hospital at such sea- 
sons as may be agreed upon by themselves. In the 
out-patient department of this Hospital there are two 
Surgeons and two Physicians. 

The Physicians and Surgeons have power to appoint, 
with the approval of the Trustees, a suflicient number 
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of Students of Medicine, or Graduates, who shall visit 
the wards with the Attending Physician or Surgeon 
on duty, and who shall keep an accurate record of all 
cases designated by them, and from which number the 
Resident Physician shall ordinarily be elected. 

The following classes of persons are admitted :— 

Those who have been wounded, or otherwise injured, 
shall be received at all hours, subject to such rules as 
the Board of Trustees may from time to time enact; 
provided always, the patient be brought to the Hospi- 
tal within twenty-four hours after the accident, in all 
cases where the application for admission has been 
practicable within that time ; 

Those laboring under curable diseases, able and 
willing to pay their board ; | 

Poor patients, whom the Visiting Committee may 
deem fit. objects of charity. ! 

The Physician or Surgeon on duty shall have the 
power of admitting poor or charity patients in their 
respective wards, in such numbers as may hereafter be © 
designated by the Board of Trustees or Visiting Com- 
mittee. 

No person having any incurable, infectious, or con- 
tagious disease shall be admitted to the Hospital.

The Municipal Hospital. 


LenicgH AVENUE AND TWENTY-FIRST STREET. 


This Hospital is erected on the square of ground 
bounded by Lehigh Avenue, Huntingdon, Twenty- 
first, and Twenty-second Streets. The building was 
formerly accepted by the Board of Health of the City 
of Philadelphia, April 27, 1865. The following ex- 
tract from a report of a speech made on that occasion 
by the late Dr. Wilson Jewell, will be interesting as an 
historical sketch of the previous steps taken by the 
authorities in regard to hospital accommodations for 
persons laboring under contagious and infectious dis- 
eases :— 


-“Up to the year 1743 there had not been a single hospital 
organized in our city. In 1726 the smallpox broke out in the 
city, and a house located near where Ninth and South Streets 
intersect, was used as a pest-house. The victims of this epi- 
demic in those days were taken to farm-houses. In the year 
1743 the merchants, as a safeguard, took the subject of making 
provisions for the sick into consideration, because the small- 
pox was increasing as immigrants came upon our shores from 
Germany. The Colonial Assembly became alarmed, and they 
built a pest-house on State Island, at a later period called 
Fisher’s Island, near the mouth of the Schuylkill. This re- 
mained in use for sick immigrants until 1800, when the Laza- 
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retto, on Little Tinicum Island, in Delaware County, was built. 
The calamitous necessity, in 1793, so alarmed the inhabitants, 
that it was then considered absolutely necessary to gstablish 
some measures to insure the public safety of this city. The 
Guardians of the Poor had already refused to receive small- 
pox or fever patients into the Almshouse, then located on Spruce 
Street, between Tenth and Eleventh. The Pennsylvania Hos- 
pital was closed at that time. The Guardians of the Poor took 
the old circus, on Chestnut and Sixth Streets, but the residents 
of the vicinity threatened to burn the place down unless the 
sick were removed. Application was then made to the magis- 
tracy of the city, and finally a place was selected on Bush 
Hill. 

“The Board of Health was organized in 1794, and purchased 
the Fish Tavern on the west side of the bridge, now occupied 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. This was used for a 
time for hospital purposes. The first hospital established by 
the city was in 1796 or ’97. This was the Wigwam Hotel, at 
the foot of Race Street, on the Schuylkill. It was then a some- 
what celebrated tavern, to which gentlemen resorted to eat 
perch, as they now do at the Falls, where catfish and coffee are 
popular. This Hospital retained the name of the Wigwam 
Hotel for several years; the sign that used to swing there is in 
Germantown, but, being defaced by the ravages of time, has 
been painted over. In 1805 the citizens in the vicinity of the 
Wigwam Hospital entered complaints against the institution. 
It was finally removed to other ground, on the Wissahickon 
Road, near where Ridge Road and Wallace Street now intersect 
each other. This place was occupied for two seasons only, 
when the citizens again rebelled, and demanded its removal. 
For a time the city was again without a hospital. The people 
settled down in the opinion that if the epidemic should again 
visit the city, buildings should be put up at respectful dis- 
tances, to meet the emergency. 

“In the yerr 1810 a hospital for infectious diseases was 
erected on Bush Hill, where it remained until 1855, when it 
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was removed. Since that time Philadelphia has been without 
a City Hospital. This was a subject much to be regretted. The 
Board of Health opened the Lazaretto Hospital, and patients had 
to be removed twelve miles from the city ; and no one can form 
any idea of the amount of suffering the poor creatures had to 
undergo. Now we have a hospital, with all the conveniences 
needed for the present era.” 


The Hospital is, of course, maintained by appro- 
priations made by the City Councils. It is under the 
management of a physician-in-charge, appointed by 
the Board of Health. The diseases treated are small- 
pox, yellow fever, typhus fever, scarlet fever, cholera, 
epidemic cerebro-spinal meningitis, relapsing fever, 
and, occasionally, measles and chicken-pox. . 

Upon receiving the certificate of a physician that a 
patient has one of the above enumerated diseases, and 
that his circumstances are not such as to admit of his 
being properly cared for at home, the Chief Clerk, or 
any member of the Board, issues an order of admis- 
sion; whereupon the Hospital ambulance is sent to 
remove the patient. If he is able to pay, one dollar 
per day will be charged; if he is poor, no charge will 
be made. 

There is no compulsion in regard to entrance into 
the Hospital, except under extreme circumstances. 

The ordinary capacity of the Hospital is’ one hun. 
dred and ninety beds, independent of the room occu- 
pied by nurses and attendants, while the largest 
number of patients under treatment at one time, dur- 
ing the late epidemic of smallpox (1871-2), was three 
hundred and twelve—being one hundred and twenty- 
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two more than the ordinary capacity of the building. 
In order to meet this extraordinary demand, rooms 
were improvised by inclosing two of the large corri- 
dors, each of which will accommodate from twenty- 
five to thirty convalescents; and, in addition to this, 
a number of army hospital-tents were pitched, which 
with board floors and coal stoves were comfortable, 
even in the coldest weather.

Admission of patients, without regard to creed or 
color, may be obtained by personal application to any 
of the surgeons, all of whom are on duty during the 
entire year.

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The Home for Consumptives, 


411 Spruce STREET, 


Is designed for the accommodation of the destitute 
and homeless afflicted with that terrible and fatal 
malady. Work among the poor consumptives was in- 
augurated in March, 1876, and during the first year 
103 patients were adopted as beneficiaries by the Phila- 
delphia Protestant Episcopal City Mission. These 
were visited at their homes by the Rev. W.8. Heaton, 
_ the Missionary, who has been appointed to this special 
work; and where the patient had no home one was 
provided, the board paid, and such attention secured 
as would tend to his-comfort and welfare. 

Until the necessary means are obtained for erecting 
a special building designed exclusively as a Home for 
Consumptives, two spacious apartments have been fur- 
nished for the purpose in the ‘ House of Mercy,” 
where patients can be accommodated with all that is 
necessary, including medical advice, medicines, food, 
etc. 

No distinction is made as to sex, creed, color, or 
age, but it is expected that those who avail themselves 
of the charity thus bestowed will conform to the min- 
istrations of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

A contribution of $250 by any person, family, so- 
ciety, or church will entitle the donor or donors to 
support a patient in the Institution for the period of 
one year. 

The sum of $5000 conveyed to the “Trustees of 
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the Real and Personal Property of the Philadelphia 
Protestant Episcopal City Mission (their successors 
and assigns), in trust, for the use of the Home for 
Consumptives,” will be regarded as the perpetual en- 
dowment bed in this charity. 
Donations of money, clothing and supplies are 
earnestly solicited, and should be marked “ For the 
Consumptives’ Department.” |

Friends’ Asylum for the Insane, 


FRANKFORD (23p WARD), PHILADELPHIA, 


Is an unincorporated Institution, supported by mem- 
bers of the Society of Friends. 

Its legal title is “* The Contributors to the Asya 
for the Relief of Persons fleprived of the Use of their 
Reason.” 
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It was founded about the year 1814, and the first 
patients were admitted in May, 1817. 

It is supported by contributions, donations, and 
legacies, and by income received for the board of pa- 
tients. It has no endowment, but is aided to a limited 
extent by funds bequeathed for the special purpose, 
the income arising from which is applied to reducing 
the charge to patients in limited circumstances. It 
_ has never been aided by any appropriation from either 
city or State. 

Annuities.—A mode of obtaining contributions by 
annuities, not much known amongst us, but familiar 
to Friends in England, has been agreed on by the 
Contributors: On paying any sum of money to the 
Treasurer, for the use of the Institution, interest of 
six per cent. thereon is annually to be paid to the an- 
nuitant; at whose decease the interest money ceases, 
and the principal remains the property of the Asylum. 
This mode will probably be convenient to many who 
are desirous of promoting the designs of the Institu- 
tion, and yet do not prefer making any considerable 
La during their lifetime. 

The Institution is open for the reception of all clevies 
of the insane, without regard to the duration or cura- 
bility of the disease. It is proper to state, however, 
that idiots or persons affected with mania-a-potii are 
not considered suitable subjects for this Asylum. 

Its use was at first limited to members of the So- 
ciety of Friends, but for many years past all religious 
denominations are admitted to participation in its 
benefits, on equal terms with those for whom it was 
originally designed. 
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The government of the Asylum is vested in a 
Board of twenty Managers, including a Secretary and 
a Treasurer. The officers appointed by the Board are 
a Medical Superintendent, an Assistant Physician, 
and a Matron. 

_ Previous to a patient being taken to the Institution, 
it is necessary to arrange the rate of board with a 
Manager (or, if more convenient, with the Superin- 
tendent at the Asylum), and to furnish a certificate of 
insanity from two or more respectable physicians, ac- 
companied by a request signed by a legal guardian 
(or by a relative or friend in case the patient has no 
guardian) that the individual may be received into the 
Asylum. 

For the payment of board, etc., a bond must be 
signed by some responsible persons as sureties, one of 
whom must reside in or near Philadelphia. 

The charge for board includes washing, medicines, 
medical attendance, ete. aN 

If private attendants are deemed necessary, or de- 
sirable, they can at all times be furnished, by a special 
arrangement with the Superintendent. 

Visitors to the Asylum.—When near relations or 
particular friends of patients desire to be admitted to 
see their connections, application must be made to the 
Superintendent, who may allow such visits when cir- 
cumstances will admit. 

As the general admission of visitors would be im- 
proper and injurious to the patients, no persons, ex- 
cept as above, shall be admitted to the apartments 
occupied by patients, unless introduced by a Manager ; 
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but on application to the Superintendent, they may be 
shown such parts of the building and appendages as 
are not so occupied. 

In order to preserve quiet on the first day of the 
week, visiting on any account on that day, either in 
the house or on the premises, is ra unless 
under very peculiar circumstances.

This is a recent organization for affording employ- 
ment to blind mechanics and working men. It pro- 
poses to supply to these men material to be manufac- 
tured in the workshop of the “* Home,” and sold as in 
any regular business. 

Blind men, however well they may have learned 
their trade, have no footholds in workshops of the 
seeing. They must either labor alone, in which case 
success is almost hopeless, or else join with others of 
their own class. From their small numbers, and gen- 
erally smaller means, they are unable to form co-opera- 
tive associations, such as have been successfully 
adopted by workingmen in Paes during the past 
few years. 

Friends of the blind, encouraged by the success of 
these associations, have organized ‘* Working Homes” 
in London, Liverpool, and. other cities of England, 
which have been the means of affording constant em- 
ployment to a large number of this class, and thus 
enabling them to support themselves. 

The Pennsylvania Working Home for Blind Men is 
the first organization of this kind in America, and is 
now opening its doors to these helpless but willing 
laborers. It offers employment, not alms. With > 
regular employment, it is believed that the larger 
number of its inmates and outside workmen will sup- 
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port themselves, while the amount that may possibly 
be needed to supplement the labor of the few, will be 
but a tithe of what the public is now called upon to 
give as charity. Men of business will recognize the 
distinction between aiding a willing laborer and sup- 
porting a pauper.

The Preston Retreat. 
HAMILTON STREET BETWEEN TWENTIETH AND TWENTY-FIRST STs. 
Founded in 1836. 


This Institution, which is supported by an income 
from estates left by the late Dr. Jonas Preston, is a 
lying-in charity for married women of good character, 
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but in indigent circumstances, who are near the time 
of their confinement, where they may be received and 
provided with proper obstetric aid for their delivery, 
and with suitable attendance and comforts during the 
period of their convalescence. It has accommodations 
for about twenty patients. 

The use of the building was for many years allowed 
to the Managers of the *“* Foster Home Association.” 
It was first opened as a lying-in hospital in 1866, and 
during that year received 40 patients. About 150 in- 
mates yearly enjoy the benefits of the institution. 

Patients are admitted about two weeks before the 
expected time of their confinement, and are allowed 
four weeks in which to convalesce. Since each appli- 
cant is required to give references as to character, and 
furnish other proofs of her respectability, and, after 
becoming an inmate, is under observation for at least 
six weeks, this institution is enabled to supply the com- 
munity with healthy and trustworthy wet nurses. 

Women desiring to enter this Institution as patients 
- are requested to make personal application at the Re- 
treat at least one month before the expected time of 
their confinement. Applications for admission can be 
made upon any day of the week from 8 to 10 A. M..

This Hospital—the first and only one of its kind in 
the State—was opened in February, 1873, and was 
incorporated by the Court of Common Pleas, June > 
2d, 1873. 

Latract from Charter.‘ The object of the said 
Corporation shall be the care, nurture, and mainte- 
nance of destitute women, married or single, during 
child-birth.”’ 

Extract from By-Laws.—“ No applicant shall be 
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received unless she be clean and free from contagious 
disease.” ‘“* No unmarried woman shall be admitted 
to the Lying-in Hospital, except for her first confine- 
ment.” 

Latract from Annual Report, 1877.—“ Since the 
opening of the Hospital, in February, 1873, there have 
been 241 confinements—141 male and 103 female chil- 
dren—of whom 14 were still-born and 12 died. 

“The statement cannot but command thoughtful 
consideration, in view of the fact that our chosen work 
is the prevention of the ‘social evil,’ which it is the 
special mission of other organizations to combat, that, 
of the 241 inmates of the Hospital whose subsequent 
history we have been able—often with considerable 
difficulty—to follow, but a single one is known who 
chose the path of dishonor after leaving our roof. 

“The Board recognizes that duty to the community 
and not less to the patient requires that all who can 
should pay, if even a nominal sum, and especially, 
- whenever possible, that the male offender be compelled 
to bear the burden of expense; but that such an insti- 
tution cannot be conducted without extraneous aid 
will be evident, when it is considered that those seek- 
ing our shelter have usually, months before, through 
fear of exposure, left their homes or the situations in 
which they earned a livelihood, their necessary ex- 
penses having in the intervening time absorbed what- 
ever means they might have accumulated. They are 
thus destitute alike of friends and of money, com- 
pelled, unless assisted, to choose between suicide and 
the Almshouse.”

Children’s Seashore House at Atlantic City 

for Invalid Children. 

Incorporated by the Legislature of the State of New Jersey, 

February, 1873. 

This Institution is open each summer from about 
June 15th until September 15th, and is designed for 
the treatment of invalid children of both sexes, with- 
out regard to creed, color, or nationality. 

Any child suffering from a non-centagious disease, 
or from debility, and likely to be benefited by a short 
residence at the seashore, can be admitted to the 
House. 
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Applications for admission are received in Philadel- 
phia by the Examining Physicians. 

A charge of two dollars per week is made for board, 
washing, medicines, and medical treatment; but a lim- 
ited number of free and partly paid patients are re- 
ceived, subject in each case to the approval of two 
Managers. 

Accommodations have also been provided for mo- 
thers with sick infants. Each mother has for herself: 
and child the exclusive use of a little cottage, so placed 
between the house and the beach as to combine the 
accommodations of the house with the benefits of the 
cool and invigorating atmosphere near the surf. The 
whole charge for a mother, with either one or two 
children in one of these cottages, is three dollars a 
week. | 

The above-mentioned rates are not applicable to 
cases admitted from public institutions; for these a 
charge nearer the actual cost of maintenance is made 
by special agreement. 

Through the generosity of the Camden and Atlantic 
Railroad Company, tickets to and from Atlantic City 
are furnished to patients and their attendants at ex- 
tremely low rates. 

The length of time which each child remains in the 
Institution is determined by the Physician-in-Charge, 
in accordance with the necessities of the case. 

Visitors are admitted daily, between 3 and 5 P. M.

The Philadelphia Dispensary.

This Institution was founded in 1786. It is sup- 

ported by private contributions, and by income from 
investments. ‘ 
_ Any one who pays annually into the hands of the 
Treasurer one guinea, or five dollars, is entitled to the 
privileges of a contributor; and the payment of ten 
guineas, or fifty dollars, at one time, constitutes a 
person a life contributor. 

A Board, consisting of twelve Managers, is annually 
elected on the first Monday in January, by a majority 
of the Contributors; and the Managers annually elect 
a Treasurer of the Dispensary, six Attending and two 
Obstetric Physicians, four Consulting Physicians and 
Surgeons, two Oculists, one Aurist, one Resident and 
one Assistant Physician, and an Apothecary. 

The six Attending or District Physicians attend 
promptly to all cases directed to their care by the 
Institution, and if any cases so directed shall prove 
unsuitable, they so report them as soon as practicable 
to the Dispensary, together with the disqualifying 
cause. 

The Obstetric Physicians hold a daily clinic for 
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diseases of women, at their rooms, No. 15 North 
Thirteenth Street, and attend cases of confinement at 
their own homes. They keep a correct record of all 
Clinical and Lying-in cases, with name, age, residence, 
color, nativity, disease, treatment, and result; and at 
the end of each year return a full report to the Secre- 
tary. ; 

They appoint an Assistant Physician quarterly, 
subject to the approval of the Secretary, whose duty 
is to assist at the clinics, and in cases of slightly diffi- 
cult labor; never performing the operations of turning, 
delivery by the forceps, or craniotomy, save in the 
presence of a Principal. The prescriptions of the 
Assistant, marked O. D. P. D., shall be put up at the 
Dispensary. 

In extreme cases, or in those of unusual interest, 
on application of the attending accoucheur, the Sec- 
retary of the Managers may grant nursing aid for a 
limited period. 

The Physicians of the Eye and Ear Department 
hold a daily Clinic at their rooms, northeast corner of 
Thirteenth and Chestnut Streets, and treat cases at 
their own homes in accordance with their judgment 
and convenience. They keep correct records of all 
cases under their care, with name, age, residence, 
color, nativity, disease, treatment, and result; and at 
the end of each year transmit to the Secretary of the 
Dispensary a complete copy of such records. They 
appoint one or more Assistant Physicians quarterly, 
subject to the approval of the Secretary, whose duty 
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is to assist at the Clinics, but not themselves to pre- 
scribe or operate save in the presence of a Principal. 

The benefits of the Dispensary are bestowed upon 
all applicants where circumstances do not admit of 
their employing a physician without being burden- 
some, residing between the Delaware and the Schuyl- 
kill, and between the north side of South Street and 
the south side of Vine Street; the only exceptions 
being those suffering from delirium tremens or from 
venereal disease, and mere paupers. Recent accidents 
occurring in the neighborhood are always treated on 
application. 

The portion of the city above mentioned is divided 
into six districts, each of which is assigned to one of 
the Attending or ‘* District’ Physicians. 

The benefits of the Obstetrical and of the Eye and 
Ear Department are extended to applicants from all 
parts of the city without limitation.

Was chartered in 1817. Its support is derived from 
annual contributions, and the interest of a fund, being 
the accumulation of legacies bequeathed from time to 
time by benevolent persons. 

The Dispensary is open daily; pei the week, 
from 8 A. M.to1P.M., and 3to 7 P. M.; on Bia 
days, from 11 A. M. to 1 Pp. M. : 

The following are extracts from the rules of the 
Institution :— : 

Any person disposed to become a contributor shall 
have his or her name submitted to the Board of Man- 
agers, and on a majority of those present agreeing 
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thereto, and the payment of five dollars per annum, 
shall be a member, and shall be entitled to the privi- 
lege of having two patients at a time under the care 
of the Dispensary; those who pay annually ten dol- 
lars shall have four, and so on in the same proportion ; 
and those who pay twenty dollars in one entire sum 
shall be entitled during life to the privilege of having 
two patients attended at one time by the physicians 
of the Dispensary. 

All recommendations from contributors must be 
taken to the physician in whose district the patient 
resides. ‘ 

No person shall be deemed objects of this charity 
but such as are necessitous, and not proper objects of 
the Guardians of the Poor. 

Patients, when cured, must take a regular discharge 
from the physician to the contributor who gave them 
the recommendation, or they must not expect to be 
again received. 

Persons who go to the Dispensary for advice, need 
not obtain a recommendation; but are required to re- 
port themselves until discharged, or they cannot again 
be prescribed for. 


Lying-in Department. 


For the purpose of extending the benefits of the 
Institution, the Managers have established a Lying-in 
Department, for attending respectable poor married 
women at their own homes, subject to the following 
regulations :— 

1. All recommendations to the Lying-in Department 
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must be signed by one of the Ladies’ Committee on 
sajd department, and no physician shall attend on a 
parturient patient unless so recommended. 

2. Instruments shall not be used to accomplish de- 
livery without the advice of a consulting physician, 
except in extreme cases where immediate action may 
be absolutely necessary ; nor shall any capital surgi- 
cal operation be performed by any of the physicians 
of the Dispensary without the same be advised by one © 
or more of the consulting surgeons of the Institution. 

3. Married women of.respectable character only, and 
such as require no aid when in health, shall receive the 
benefit of this department. 

4, All contributions, donations, and legacies ex- 
pressly designed for the Lying-in Department shall be 
strietly appropriated to the support of the same.*

The Howard Hospital and Infirmary for 
Incurables. 

Nos. 1518 anp 1520 Lomparp Street. Founpsep May 1, 1853. 

‘This Institution is supported altogether by volun- 
tary contributions. It is under the control of a Board 
of twenty-four Managers, elected annually by the con- 
tributors. As the name indicates, the original plan 
calls for a Hospital, a Home for Incurables, and a 
Dispensary for gratuitously supplying the deserving 
poor with medical advice and medicines. The last 
mentioned is the only part now in efficient operation. 
A corps of thirteen physicians and surgeons, with a 
resident physician, are in attendance at stated hours. 

The distinctive feature of the charity is that each 
physician confines his attention to.a specific class of 
affections. So far as known, this was the first suc- 
cessful effort of the kind in the country. 

The physicians are directed not to interfere with the 
operations of the Guardians of the Poor, but to limit 
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their efforts, as much as possible, to the wants of the 
“needy and industrious poor.” None are refused 
assistance, but the class mentioned is to be especially 
encouraged. 

The Hospital and Infirmary for Incurables was 
begun and successfully carried on during the early 
years of the establishment of the Institution, but the 
want of suitable buildings necessary for properly em- 
bracing the idea of its projectors, led the Board of 
Managers to devote the entire resources of the charity 
to the Dispensary Department. Contributions are now 
solicited for the purchase of necessary ground and the 
erection of a hospital building.

The daily Clinics are open to graduates and medical 
students. 
This institution was established November, 1876. 
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It is under the control of a Board of Managers, and is 
maintained by voluntary contributions. The Dispen- 
sary is restricted entirely to the relief of the poor 
afflicted with diseases of the skin. Those suffering 
with maladies not connected with the skin are, in ac- 
cordance with the rules, referred to other dispensaries 
or hospitals. Careful inquiry is made into the cir- 
cumstances of all the patients who apply, so that none 
but proper subjects of charity may be aided. The Dis- 
trict physicians visit patients who are unable to call 
at the Dispensary, and especially those suffering from — 
small-pox, chicken-pox, scarlet fever, measles, and 
spotted fever. 

The necessity for such institutions in large and 
densely populated communities has become impera- 
tive, as they supply a much needed want to those 
who have been refused admittance to many of the 
general hospitals, because of the peculiar nature of 
their ailments. It is the aim of this institution to re- 
lieve, free of charge, all such sufferers. 

A large number of the patients attending the Dis- 
pensary are sent or brought by physicians of the city 
and vicinity. At the request of some of the physi- 
cians, after making an examination of such cases, they 
are sent back, with a description of the patient’s con- 
dition. It is hoped that physicians will continue to 
give the liberal support that they have already ex- 
tended to this institution. During the seventeen 
months of its existence, 711 patients afflicted with 
diseases of the skin have received treatment; and at 
the same time 219 physicians and students have pur- 
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sued the study of Dermatology by the observation of 
cases. 

A visit to the Dispensary by the ser and the 
members of the medical profession could not fail to 
convince them that itis a true work of charity. The 
Board earnestly request. that the benevolent will aid 
them-in carrying on the work already begun, and in 
developing their plans for the future. Contributions 
will be thankfully received by the Treasurer, or any 
of the officers of the Dispensary. 

Two courses of didactic and clinical lectures upon 
Diseases of the Skin are given to physicians and stu- 
dents by Dr. J. V. Shoemaker in this institution every 
year. The lectures are illustrated by cases and finely 
executed diagrams by well-known artists from typical 
cases, occurring in dispensary, hospital, and private 
practice. The summer course opens about the middle 
of March (Wednesdays at 5 P. M.), and includes the 
months of March, April, May, June, and September. 
The winter course begins the first week in October 
(Fridays at 8 P. M.), and lasts until the middle of 
January. 

The following are extracts from the rules of the 
Dispensary :— 

All funds raised for the Dispensary, either in money, 
property, or by donation, shall be appropriated exclu- 
sively to the uses and purposes of the institution. 

Patients, when able, shall purchase their own medi- 
cine, but when unable to do so shall be supplied gra- 
tuitously. 

The physician, when requested by any practitioner 
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- in good standing to simply examine a case sent to the 
Dispensary, shall do so, and shall return to the doctor 
sending the case an explanation of the patient’s con- 
dition.

The Sick Diet Kitchen, 


HovsE or MERcy, 
No. 411 Spruce Street, 


Was established by the Philadelphia Protestant Epis- 
copal City Mission in the month of November,.1875, 
since which time it has been in daily operation. It 
has for its object the furnishing to the invalid poor 
the delicate but nutritious food which is otherwise 
hopelessly beyond their reach, yet upon which their 
lives might, under Providence, depend, and without 
which medicines, medical skill, and even careful nurs- 
ing, would in many cases avail but little. 

Records are kept of the name of the beneficiary, 
the complaint, and the amount of relief administered. 
A very large number of persons have so far received 
sick-diet tickets, and been relieved from the kitchen, 
and in addition to the wholesome food, it has been 
found necessary to add donations of bedding, clothing, 
and other comforts, a large number of the sick being 
in a destitute condition. Many kind friends have 
generously contributed to this work as a specialty. 

Chicken broth, beef tea, soups, mutton broth, oat 
meal gruel, roast beef, roast duck, rice custard, prunes, 
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jellies, corn starch, roast apples, gelatine, bread pud- 
ding, rice pudding, tapioca, canned tomatoes, grapes, 
oranges, tea rolls, wine, etc., have been furnished from 
the kitchen. The average number of patients daily 
supplied from this source has been about forty. 

Donations of money and supplies are earnestly and 
respectfully solicited for this branch of the Mission 
work, and should be specially named “ For the Sick 
Diet Kitchen.”

Christ Church Hospital, 


Which is really a church home, was founded in 1772, 
by a bequest from Dr. Kearsley, to which a munificent 
addition was made in 1789, by Joseph Dobbing, of 
Charleston, S.C. The building is situated on Belmont 
Avenue, on the west side of the Schuylkill; the city 


office is at 2178. 3d St. This Hospital will accommo- 
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date about 100 inmates—* poor or distressed women 
of the communion” of the Episcopal Church. 

Mode of making application for admission.—For 
this purpose, blank forms are, when requested, fur- 
nished by the Managers, upon which answers to the 
following points are required: Name of the applicant— 
Birth-place—Date of birth—Baptized, where, when, 
and by whom—Confirmed, when, where, and by whom 
—Communicant, in what church— Residence, with 
name of street and No. of house—Married or single— 
Children now living, and if any, their names and resi- 
dences. There is also provided ample spacé on the 
forms for recommendations of an applicant. It is espe- 
cially necessary that the recommenders should give 
their own addresses, in order that the Managers may 
make due inquiry into the suitableness of an applicant. 
It is proper to state, that the will of the founder ex- 
pressly prefers ‘‘ clergymen’s widows before others,’ 
among the applicants for admission. 

Although the benefits of this charity are intended 
for the church at large, its management is committed 
to six persons, chosen annually, three by the vestry of 
Christ Church, and three by the vestry of St. Peter’s 
Church; but, by act of Assembly, the legal property 
isin Christ Church.

a Dorcas Society, to look after the poor, and, as far as 
possible, attend to their wants. In the prosecution of 
their work they found many persons needing the shelter © 
of a home for a few days or weeks, as the case might 
be, but who could not be received in any of the already 
established Homes, in consequence of such Homes 
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being full, or the parties, on account of age, sex, or 
inability to raise the admission fee, were not eligible 
for admission. After being convinced that an institu-

The Managers of the National Home for Disabled 
Volunteer Soldiers aided during the years 1868-9, and 
70, T1, and 72, an average of four thousand disabled 
soldiers each year. For want of sufficient accommo- 
dations, while the asylum buildings were in process of 
construction, a considerable portion of those so aided 
were given ‘ out-door relief,” that is, aid to beneficia-— 
ries who do not go to the Asylum, but who remained | 
at home. The Managers now give notice, that the 
buildings of the several Asylums are so far completed 
as to enable them to receive and care for all the dis- 
abled soldiers entitled to admission; and that, here- 
after, they will give out-door relief only in cases where 
the applicant is so sick or so badly disabled, that le 
cannot be safely removed to one of the Asylums, which 
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facts must be supported by affidavit of the applicant 
and the certificate of a reputable surgeon. 

Four Asylums have been established, each located 
on grounds selected for beauty and _ healthfulness. 
The Central Asylum, near Dayton, Ohio; the Eastern 
Branch, near Augusta, Maine; Northwestern Branch, 
near Milwaukee, Wisconsin, and the Southern Branch, 
near Hampton, Virginia. These Asylums have not 
only all the ordinary comforts of a home, but are each 
provided with a chapel for religious services, lectures, 
concerts, etc.; a hospital, with experienced surgeons 
and nurses; library and reading-room, amusement 
hall, schoolroom, post and telegraph offices, store, 
workshop, etc. Those who desire to fit themselves 
for actual employment, may in the school educate 
themselves for book-keepers, clerks, school-teachers, 
telegraph-operators, etc.; or, in the workshops, learn 
new trades suited to their peculiar disability. 

The overseers of all almshouses and charity hospitals 
having disabled soldiers subsisting upon private benefi- 
cence are respectfully urged to report such cases to 
either of the managers, as it is not fit that meritorious 
disabled soldiers of the nation should be supported by 
_ private or public charity. Soldiers are especially in- 
formed that the asylums are neither hospitals nor alms- 
houses, but homes where subsistence, care, education, 
religious instruction, employment, and amusements are 
provided for disabled soldiers by the Congress of the 
United States, to be paid for from the forfeitures and 
fines of deserters from the army. The provision is not 
a charity. It is a contribution by the bounty-jumpers 
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and bad soldiers to the brave and deserving, and is 
their right. 


REQUIREMENTS FOR ADMISSION.— Volunteer soldiers 
desiring admission may apply by letter to either of the 
managers, or at the branch Asylum nearest to their — 
_-place of residence; whereupon blank applications will 
be sent to the applicant, and, if duly qualified, trans- 
portation will be furnished him. If the applicant is 
unable to be removed to the Asylum, relief may be 
eranted by the manager to whom the application is 
made. 

The requirements are: 

First—An honorable discharge from the Volunteer 
Service. 

Second—Disability by wounds received or sickness 
contracted in the line of duty. 

Third—A soldier entitled to or having a pension, 
making application for admission, must forward to the 
manager to whom he applies for admission his dis- 
charge paper and pension certificate, or receipt there- 
for, or both, as the case may be, before his application 
is granted, which papers will be sent to the branch of 
the Asylum to which the applicant is admitted, to he 
kept there for his use, and returned to him when he is 
discharged. This rule is adopted to prevent the losses 
of such papers and certificates, and to hinder fraudu- 
lent practices.

The Grandom Institution, 


InconPpoRATED AprRiL 23, 1841. 


This Institution was established under the will of 
Hartt Grandom, who left a letter of instructions to 
his executors, expressing a wish that they should 
transfer to an incorporated or benevolent society all 
the ground-rents he might own at his decease, and 
other suitable property, so as to make the clear annual 
income about fifteen hundred dolllars, to be an annual 
permanent fund, to alleviate the most prudent of the 
poor (but not the intemperate) in procuring fuel, 
clothing, and other necessaries, which such persons 
want in winter, of which only the income should be 
expended, and not'to be lessened, but remain to pro- 


duce a regular annual income for said purpose. 
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He in like manner further declared that he had long 
desired that a society were established in the city of 
Philadelphia, composed of discreet members, who feel 
an interest in the moral and religious welfare of young 
men who arrive at manhood and want assistance to 
commence the various vocations they have learned, 
and whose parents are unwilling or unable to aid 
them, whereby they sustain loss, and feeling it to be 
his duty to commence such an institution, he directed 
that if an incorporated or other society should be 
formed at his decease or within one year thereafter, 
such as should be approved by his executors and those 
whom they should consult, and embrace the views of 
the testator, a conveyance should be made’ to it, either 
of the real or personal property, worth about twenty 
thousand dollars. : 

These provisions were duly carried qut by the or- 
ganization of a society. 

The Managers make by-laws for their own govern- 
ment, and adopt such regulations, and appoint and 
remove at pleasure such officers or assistants as they 
deem advisable for carrying into effect the objects of 
the Institution. They have power to elect contribu- 
tors ; to accept resignations; to supply vacancies in 
their own body ; and to generally transact the business 
of the Institution. They meet monthly, and report a 
summary of their proceedings for the year to the an- 
nual meeting of the contributors. : 

Members.—An annual payment of three dollars is 
required from each contributor; but the payment of 
twenty dollars constitutes membership for life. 
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It is a condition of all loans, and incorporated in 
every bond :— 


I. That loans shall be made to, or continued, with those only 
who are temperate and of good moral character. 

II. That the recipient, in case of difficulty or insolvency, shall 
make no preferences by assignment or otherwise, but convene 
his creditors, and be governed by their counsel or directions. 

III. That he shall keep insured from year to year his stock 
of goods and implements of trade, and shall deposit the policy 
with the Secretary of this Society, who in case of loss shall be 
authorized to receive the insurance money and apply the same 
to restore the property destroyed or injured, without discharg- 
ing the liability of the sureties. 

IV. That he shall keep an exact account of his expenses ; 
take an inventory of his stock on hand, and settle up his ac- 
counts once a year; and that his books and balance sheet shall 
be open to the inspection of the committee and sureties when 
required. 

V. That no loan shall be made of a larger amount than five — 
hundred dollars to one individual, nor for a longer term than 
five years ; but a gradual return of the principal at an earlier 
day may be stipulated for if deemed expedient. 

VI. The rate of interest shall be six per cent. per annum, 
payable half yearly, and to be paid within thirty days after it 
becomes due ; but if paid to the treasurer within five days after 
it becomes due, it shall be only five per cent. per annum. 

VII. That if any of said conditions shall be violated, it shall 
be construed as a forfeiture of the credit on the loan, and the 
Institution shall be at liberty to proceed forthwith to recover 
the amount thereof, with interest, by due course of law, but 
without taking a preference thereby in case the borrower shall 
make a just and equal distribution of his effects among his 
creditors; and the omission to take a preference shall in no 
wise exonerate the sureties. | 
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VIII. No loan shall be made without two good and sufficient 
sureties, who shall assent to all the conditions of these regula- 
tions respecting loans. 

IX. The committee and sureties shall be at liberty to exer- 
cise a watchful and friendly care over the borrowers for their 
good, without its being considered officious ; and if at any time 
the sureties shall become uneasy with the conduct of the bor- 
rower they are surety for, they may require the debt to be paid 
by him, or that he shall make an assignment for the equal 
benefit of his creditors. | 

X. That the report of a majority of the Committee on Loans, 
to the Secretary, that any of these conditions shall have been 
violated, shall be sufficient authority to enter up the warrant of 
attorney, and to proceed for the recovery of the debt; but any 
omission to proceed for such recovery shall not be pleaded in 
defence by the sureties, until they shall have given written 
notice to the Secretary requiring a collection for a specified 
cause ; and the cause being sufficient and true, there shall have 
been unreasonable delay in the attempt to recover the debt; 
and then only shall be discharged to the extent of the loss 
sustained by such neglect. 


The Board of Managers have agreed to limit the 
amount to be loaned to each applicant at $500. 

They furnish coal to persons properly recommended 
at about half the actual cost. ‘The price at present is 
$2.50 per ton for stove size, and $2 per ton for nut 
size.

The Pharmaceutical Examining Board. 


This Board is appointed by the Mayor for a term 
of three years, in conformity with an act of the Legisla- - 
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ture, approved April 4th, 1872. Its duties are to ex- 
amine all persons who wish to conduct the apothecary 
business in Philadelphia (except graduates of an incor- 
porated College of Pharmacy) as to their qualifications 
therefor, and to issue certificates to them and to “ quali- 
fied assistants’? who have passed a satisfactory exami- 
nation, and to register the same.

The Board of Health* 


Assumed its present organization under an aét of As- 
sembly in 1818. Its office is at the southwest corner 
of Sixth and Sansom Streets, and is open from 9 A. M. 
to 3 P. M. daily (Sundays excepted). ‘It consists of 
twelve members, four of whom come in in July of each 
year, to serve three years; being appointed, three by 
the Courts of Common Pleas, and one by the Select and 
Common Councils in joint Convention.

The Board holds stated meetings on Tuesday of 
each week at 12 M., from the lst of October to the Ist 
of June, and daily, at the same hour, Sundays ex- 
cepted, from the Ist of June to the Ist of October. 

On the fourth Tuesday in January annually, they 
elect eighteen vaccine physicians, according to “An 
ordinance to provide for gratuitous vaccination,” 
passed in 1860. They also elect all their other officers 
on the first Tuesday in December. 

Acting under the Board of Health, but appointed by 
the Governor of the State, are the following officers: 
One port physician, one Lazaretto physician, one 
health officer, and one quarantine master. Such clerks, 
messengers, and runners as the Board may deem need- 
ful, they are authorized to appoint. The port physi- 
cian is charged with the investigation of all suspected 
cases of infectious disease in vessels already in port, 
or in houses in the city. The Lazaretto physician re- 
sides at the Lazaretto (about ten miles below the city) 
from June | to October 1, and has charge of all mat- 
ters relating to quarantine, under the provisions of the 
General Health Law of 1818. 


Midwifery Reports.—By an act of Assembly, passed 1860, all 
persons practising midwifery in the city of Philadelphia are 


20 
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obliged to leave a written memorandum of their names and 
residences at the Health Office; these are entered in alphabetical 
order in a register, to be open at all times during office hours to 
persons desirous of inspecting it. Changes of residence must 
be signified within thirty days at the office. 

All births must be reported monthly, blank schedules being 
supplied by the office, giving the full name of each child (if any 
name has been conferred), its sex, color, the full name and oc- 
cupation of the parent or parents, and the day and place of its 
birth. If no practitioner of midwifery is in attendance, the 
parent or parents must report the birth within one month there- 
after. ‘Ten dollars is the penalty for non-compliance with the 
rule. 

Contagious Diseases.--Every person practising physic, and 
having a patient laboring under a pestilential or contagious 
disease (measles excepted), must make a written report forth- 
with to the Fealth Officer, under a penalty of not more than 
fifty dollars. The Board has adopted the following diseases as 
being contagious or pestilential : Asiatic cholera, relapsing fever, 
yellow fever, typhus or ship fever, cerebro-spinal meningitis or 
spotted fever, smallpox, varioloid, scarlet fever, and diphtheria. 

Blanks for making said returns furnished at Health Office, on 
application by mail or in person. 

Reports and Certificates of Death.—The law in regard to these 
matters is set forth in the following extract from “An Act for 
the Registration of Births, Marriages, and Deaths in the City of 
Philadelphia,’’ passed March 8, 1860 :— 

“Sec. 3. That whenever any person shall die in the city of 
Philadelphia, it shall be the duty of the physician who attended 
during his or her last sickness, or of the coroner, when the case 
comes under his notice, to furnish within forty-eight hours 
after the death, to the undertaker or other person supe! intend- 
ing the burial, a certificate setting forth, as far as the same can 
be ascertained, the full name, sex, color, age, and condition 
(whether married or single) of the person deceased, and tke 


cause and date of death. 
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“Seco. 4. That no person having the charge, as sexton or 
otherwise, of any vault, burying-ground, or cemetery within 
the said city, shall inter or allow to be interred, or place or al- 
low to be placed, in any vault, burying-ground, or cemetery, 
the dead body of any person, nor shall any undertaker or other 
person remove the dead body of any person who has died in the 
said city, and has not been buried, to any place beyond the 
limits of the said city, without first procuring the certificate of 
the attending physician or of the coroner. To said certificate 
the undertaker or other person having charge of the body shall, 
as far as can be ascertained, add the occupation of the deceased ; 
the place of birth; the ward, street, and number of the house 
in which the death occurred; the place and date of interment ; 
and, where the deceased is a minor, the full names of the pa- 
rents. Incase any person shall die without the attendance of 
a physician, or if the physician who did attend at the time of 
the death refuses or neglects to furnish a certificate as afore- 
said, it shall be the duty of the unde: taker, or of any other per- 
son acquainted with the facts, to report the same to the Health 
Officer, who shall be authorized to give a certificate of death as 
aforesaid, provided it be not a case requiring the attendance of 
the coroner. Every sexton or other person having charge of 
any vault, burying-ground, or cemetery within the said city, 
and every undertaker or other person who shall remove any 
dead body from or out of the said city, shall return the said 
certificates to the Health Officer before 12 o’clock M., on the 
Saturday of every week, accompanied by a schedule of the 
same, which returns shall be published weekly by the Health 
Officer, in such manner as may be designated by the Board of 
Health. 

* Sec. 5. That in case any physician or the coroner shall 
refuse or neglect to furnish such certificate as aforesaid, he shall 
forfeit and pay the sum of five dollars for each offence; and 
every undertaker, sexton, or other person removing the dead 
body of any person, or having charge of any vault, burying- 
ground, or cewetery, who refuses or neglects to perform any of 
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the duties required by this act, shall forfeit and pay for every 
such offence the sum of twenty-five dollars ; which sums shall 
in every case be recoverable in the manner and for the uses 
prescribed in an act entitled ‘An Act for Establishing a Health 
Office,’ ” etc. . 

Disposition of Dead Bodies.—In order to the interment of a 
body, a certificate is absolutely necessary, signed either by a 
physician, by the coroner, or by the Health Officer. No written 
certificate can be received, unless it comes from the country, or 
from another State, as none such is admitted at the Registration 
Office. 

Bodies brought from beyond the limits of the city for inter- 
ment, if in charge of a city undertaker, must have his certifi- 
cate appended to the certificate of death. 

No disinterment or removal of a body from one grave or vault 
to another in the same burial-ground or cemetery, or from one 
burial-ground or cemetery to another, is allowed without a per- 
mit from the Health Office. 

A permit from the Health Office is necessary for the removal 
of a body from the city for burial, and can be obtained by the 
undertaker, or other person having the body in charge, by ap- 
plication at the Health Office. Permits can be obtained after 
business hours and on Sundays, at the residence of the Regis- 
trar, 1830 Poplar Street. The same rule applies to bodies 
merely in transit through the city—a permit must be obtained.

REGISTRATION OFFICE FOR BIRTHS, MARRIAGES, AND 
DEATHS. 


This department is entirely under the control of the Board of 
Health, and is located No. 604 Sansom Street. 

It is the duty of physicians and midwives commencing prac- 
tice to call at this office, register their names and residences, 
and obtain the necessary blanks for births and deaths, and give 
notice of removal within thirty days. 

Clergymen are also required to call at the office and register 
their names and residences, give notice of removal, ete., and 
also obtain blanks for return of marriages. 

Sextons and superintendents of burial-grounds are also re- 
quired to register, and blanks are furnished to make weekly 
returns of interments every Saturday, before 12 M. 

Marriages are returned quarterly ; births are returned 
monthly ; deaths are returned weekly. 

A full and interesting report is annually issued, copies of 
which can be had gratuitously on application at the office. 
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The Coroner 


Is appointed by the electors of the county every three 
years. The present incumbent is Dr. William Kent 
Gilbert, and his Deputy, John Beam. Dr. Henry 
Chapman, Surgeon. 

The Coroner’s functions are sufficiently defined in the 
following extract from an act of the General Assembly, 
approved the 22d day of March, A. D. 1867, which 
declares— 

“That it shall be the duty of the coroner of the city and 
county of Philadelphia to hold an inquest on the body of any 
deceased person who shall have died a violent death, or whose 
death shall be sudden; provided, that such sudden death be 
after an illness of less than twenty-four hours, and that no 
regular practising physician shall have been in attendance 
within said time, or that suspicious circumstances shall render 
the same necessary, which said suspicions shall first be sworn 
to by one or more citizens of said city.” 


Violent deaths include homicides, deaths from crimi- 
nal abortion, infanticides, suicides, and deaths from 
any kind of accident—such as injuries from having 
been run over in the street, from machinery, from 
falls, burns, scalds, or accidental poisoning or drown- 
ing, etc. In any of the above or like cases, it is the 
duty of the physician to refuse to give a certificate of 
death. The Coroner should at once be notified. 

When a physician, attending a person who has been 
injured by the criminal act of another, discovers that 
his patient is in imminent danger of death, in order 
that justice should be done, it is his duty to give 
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notice to the Coroner of the fact, so that a dying 
declaration may be taken, and the offender arrested. 

The duties of the physician in case of sudden death 
are clearly indicated by the act and proviso. No phy- 
sician should give a certificate of a death when it is 
impossible for him to have exact knowledge of its 
cause. 

Notice should be sent to the Coroner’s office, 719 
Sansom Street, at the Morgue, or to any police 
station.

Ordinance in Regard to the Morgue. 
(Passed Dec. 3, 1870.) 


An Ordinance to establish certain Rules and Regulations for the 
Government of the New Morgue Building. 


Section 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City of 
Philadelphia do ordain, That the following shall be the Rules 
and Regulations for the government of the New Morgue Build- 
ing, located at the northwest corner of Beach and Noble Streets, 
in the Eleventh Ward :— 

Rule 1. The Morgue shall be in charge of the Commissioner 
of Markets and City Property and the Committee of Councils 
on City Property, and shall be open at all hours of the day and 
night for the reception of bodies. The exhibition hall shall be 
open daily from sunrise to sunset. 

Rule 2. There shall be appointed by the Commissioner a 
superintendent, who shall occupy and reside in the dwelling 
part of the Morgue building. ‘The superintendent shall be al- 
ways on duty in the building, with such assistance as the Com- 
missioner and the Committees of Councils on City Property 
may deem necessary. 

Rule 3. The Superintendent shall have full charge and con- 
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trol of the Morgue Building and all the property therein con- 
tained, and shall keep a record book in the office of the Morgue, 
in which citizens may record the names of missing friends, and 
describe their person and clothing, and the address to which 
information respecting them may be sent. 

Rule 4. No corpse shall be received at the Morgue unless in 
charge of a policeman, or on the order of the Coroner or the 
Chief of Police, unless the Superintendent of the Morgue 
shall be satisfied by a citizen that the corpse has been found 
dead in the street or drowned. When a corpse is brought by a 
policeman, the attendant in charge will record the policeman’s 
name and number, and the police district to which he is at- 
tached. 

Rule 5, The attendant in charge will on the arrival of a corpse 
at the Morgue immediately report to the Coroner. He will then 
record, in a book to be kept for that purpose, a detailed account 
of the recovery of the body, when found, and at what place and 
at what hour, the hour of admission to the Morgue, in whose 
charge, or on whose warrant; a description of the body, cloth- 
ing, papers, and money found on it; and in the margin of the 
book opposite the account state the number in consecutive 
order of the bodies received, which number shall also be placed 
on the body. The papers, money, and all other valuables shall 
be put up in a package, marked with the same number as the 
body, and placed in security by the Superintendent, who shall 
be held responsible for the same. 

Rule 6. All bodies brought to the Morgue shall remain, if 
they are not recognized, in the hall of exhibition seventy-two 
hours or longer, or until decomposition commences. The 
clothing shall also be exhibited near the body. If, when the 
exhibition can no longer be continued, the body remains un- 
recognized, it is to be buried. The clothes shall remain exposed 
twenty days longer. Bodies when identified shall be imme- 
diately withdrawn from exhibition and placed in a private room. 

Rule 7. It shall be the duty of the Superintendent to notify 
the Coroner by 9 o’clock A. M. of the reception of a body during 
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the preceding night, and when a body has been received be- 
tween sunrise and sunset he shall notify the Coroner imme- 
diately. Whenever there are indications of violent death he 
shall immediately report the case to his Honor the Mayor or 
the Chief of Police. 

Rule 8. No corpse received at the Morgue shall be taken 
away and interred without the Coroner’s consent in writing, 
nor shall a post-mortem examination be held upon any corpse 
unless in the presence of the Coroner or by his written consent. 

Rule 9. The friends of a person whose body has been identi- 
fied can transfer it to their own domicile with the consent in 
writing of the Coroner. 

Rule 10. The attendants shall under no circumstances ask 
from or receive from the deceased person’s friends or relatives 
any fees or compensation for services rendered, under a penalty 
of immediate dismissal by the Commissioner. 

Rule 11. On the first day of each month the Superintendent 
shall make a report to the Commissioner of Markets and City 
Property, a statement of identified bodies, setting forth :— 

First. The date of reception. 

Second. Name, age, profession, and residence of deceased. 

Third. Cause of death. 

Fourth. Mode of death. 

Fifth. Hour of death. 

Sixth. Place of death. 

Rule 12. Also a statement of bodies not identified :—- 

First. A succinct description of the body, and whether male 
or female. 

Second. Probable age, and whether white or colored. 

Third. Mode of death. 

Fourth. Place where body was found. 

Duplicates of which shall be transmitted to his Honor the 
Mayor. 

Rule 13. There shall also be kept an alphabetical list of all 
identified persons, and a list of the number of persons in con- 
secutive order. 
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Rule 14. The clothes and other effects belonging to the iden- 
tified bodies shall be given up to the family or the representa- 
tives of the deceased on proper proof, and their receipt to be 
taken for the same. 

Rule 15. The clothes and other effects of all unrecognized 
bodies, when the period of exhibition shall have expired, shall 
be washed, tied up in packages, and preserved for six months. 
The package shall be numbered, corresponding to the number 
of the body on the record book. 

Rule 16. After one year’s time from the date of the reception 
of an unidentified body, the Superintendent shall deliver over 
to the Commissioner of Markets and City Property all the 
clothes and other property that were found upon the body of 
the deceased at the time it was received into the Morgue, to- 
gether with a list of the property then handed over, the same 
to be copied from the record book, with the number to corre- 
spond with that of the body. The Commissioner, on finding 
the property and list to correspond, shall then preserve the list, 
and have the property sold at public sale, and shall hand the 
proceeds of such sales over to the City Treasurer, and take his 
receipt for the same; and the credit to be made to the Commis- 
sioner shall state as realized from the sale of A, B, or C’s, de- 
ceased, effects, etc. 

Rule 17. If any corpse shall remain unrecognized forty-eight 
hours, the Superintendent shall have the body photographed in 
the clothes in which it was found; and should any regular 
physician desire to embalm any unclaimed body, be may have 
the privilege to do so, provided he obtains the written consent 
of the Coroner and the Commissioner of Markets and City 
Property. 

Section 3. From and after the first day of January, A. D. 
1871, the Coroner shall have his office in the office of the Morgue 
building, now located at the northwest corner of Beach and 
Noble Streets, in the Eleventh Ward.

Woman’s Hospital Training School for 
Nurses. 


Nort CoLtuEGE AVENUE AND TWENTY-SECOND STREET. 


The Woman’s Hospital was established in 1861, for 
the treatment of diseases of women and children, and 
for obstetrical cases, furnishing clinical instruction to 
women engaged in the study of medicine, and for the 
practical training of nurses. 

In 1872 the Training School was endowed, and a 
course of lectures on nursing instituted, to be given 
by the Resident Physician in the spring and autumn 
of each year, to supplement the practical training in 
the wards. A Diet Kitchen was also established for 
instruction in the preparation of food for the sick. 
Certificates of the Hospital, signed by the Resident 
Physician, were given to nurses who had passed satis- 
factorily through the term of instruction in the 
School. 

In 1876 the Training School undertook the charge 
of the Woman’s Pavilion, Philadelphia Hospital, 
Blockley, with fifty beds, and nurse-pupils are re- 
quired to pass six months on duty in the Pavilion 
wards. Pupils remain for two years under training; 
a portion of the second year is spent in the Infirmary 
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for Nervous Diseases (Orthopedic Hospital), and in 
out-practice. Upon passing a satisfactory examination 
before Dr. S. Weir Mitchell and Dr. Emeline Cleveland, 
they receive the diploma of the School, signed by the 
examining board and the officers of the Hospital. 

In addition to the regular course of Woman’s Hos- 
pital lectures on nursing, lectures on special subjects 
are given by Philadelphia physicians, among whom 
may be mentioned Dr. Weir Mitchell, Dr. Albert H. 
Smith, Dr. Harrison Allen, Dr. W. W. Keene aes 
James Tyson, Dr. James Wilson, Dr. Edward KH. 
Montgomery, Dr. John M. Keating, Dr. Edward T. 
Bruen, and others. 

The Training School is prepared to furnish, on ap- 
plication to the Hospital, trained nurses for out-prac- 
tice, and a list of graduated nurses is kept on the 
books of the Hospital, to which physicians and others 
seeking nurses are privileged to refer. 

In the Medical Registry list of nurses the gradu- 
ated nurses of the Woman’s Hospital School are in- 
dicated by a double star ; the certiticated nurses by a 
single star attached to their names.
